The drought in the Southern and Mis- 
sissippi Valicy States has not material- 
ly affected grain and forage crops and 
has apparently given an extraordinary 
cotton crop, In some States, especially 
true of the Middle West, both crops and 

» prices are better than for-seyeral years. 

Industrially the country fs approech- 
ing new fecords. In the Pittsburgh dis- 
trict this fact.is overshadowing possible 
effects of the coal strike, the steel in- 
dustry ,having kcreased its forces. 

Factories ara wo king overtime on the 
Pacific Coast aii the lumber business 
there is showing greater activity through 
héavier domestic demand. 

The automobile factories of Detroit and 
other industries in that district are at- 
taining new high ‘production figures. 

Construction work, raiiroad building 
and public improvements, totaling large 
am@unts, are being-rushed in the West 
and South with prospects that this ac- 
tivity will continue well into next year.

Representative Burton made a few re- 
marks himself after reading Mr. Root’s 
paper, to which the delegates listened 
with the keenest interest. 

Later in the day this resolution, of- 
fered by Mr. Root, was adepted: 

The twenty-third Interpariia- 
mentary Conference,’ while greeting 
with satisfaction the labors under- 
taken by the Committee of Experts 
called together by the League of Na- 
tions to indicate the questions of in- 
ternational law suitable for progres- 
sive codification, nevertheless consid- 
ers, that the best method to follow 
would consist in establishing a general 
and constructive plan for such codifi- 
cation, based on the progress made 
during recent years, with a view to de- 
fining the fundamental conditions of 
the régime of peace to be instituted 
between the nations, to providing for 
the judicial settlement of disputes 
which constitute a threat to that ré- 
gime and: to the application if neces- 
sary of methods of execution and of. 
sanction, and invites the committee 
for the study .of juridical questions 
to present proposals for this purpose 
to a forthcoming conference of the 
union. 

These proposals would eventually be 
submitted to an international confer- 
ence of nations calle@ for the pur- 
pose of effectuating the codification 
of international. law. 

Representative Burton offered the fol- 
lowing amendment, which was adopted: 
“Insert after the word ‘codification’ 
‘In line four, ‘And also expressing its 
satisfaction because of the work already 
accomplished as well as that in’ pros- 
péct, by the Pan American Union and 
‘all other organizations engaged in the 
same laudable work.’ ”’ 

The conference also adopted a resolu- 
tion reported by Senator La Fontaine 
of Belgium providing for ‘‘a declaration 
of the rights and duties of nations’’ to 
“prove a powerful factor in promoting 
among them the sense of order, of in- 
ternational justice and of responsibility,” 
and a resolution offered by V. V. Pella 
of Rumania calling for the creation of 
a Permanent Subcommittee of the Com- 
mittee on Judicial Questions ‘‘to under- 
take the study of all the social, political, 
economic and moral causes of wars of 
aggression and to find practical solu- 
tions for the prevention of crime” and 
“‘to draw up a preliminary draft of an 
international legal code.” 


Plea for Self-Determination. 


A strong plea for the right of self- 
determination of nations was made by 
Senator Sergio Osmena, member of the 
Philippine Senate, who stated that this 
principle had obtained almost a ‘world- 
wide acceptance, although its applica- 
tion had not always been brought about 

‘“‘by normal or legal means.’ 

Mr. Osmena spoke in support of a 
eapoe ro embodied in the agenda of 
the conference declaring that the peoples 
of various nations should have ‘‘the in- 
alienable. and imprescriptible right to 
dispose ffeely of themselves. 

Thomas Johnson, ddewate of the Irish 
Free State, declared himself opposed to 
the principle whereby a declaration of 
war on the part of Great Britain auto- 
matically involved all dominions of the 
empire on her side without the consent 
of the States themselves. He appealed 
to other nations to support this view, 
stating that if self-governing States 
were acknowledged independent in re- 
spect to warlike operations, thea act 
coche would be limited to a grea 


os concluding, Mr. Johnson proposed 
that the committee for the study of 
juridical questions be requested to give 
consideration to the position of the self- 
governing nations wi the -British 
commonwealth in the event of a war 
in which Great Britain was a belligerent, 
as to which any or all .of. those: self- 
governing States declared and main- 
tained neutrality. 

Sir Robert Horne, member of the Brit- 
ish’ delegation and fo gs Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, repli to Mr. Johnson’s 
proposal, stating that such an arrange- 
ment ‘would be convenient to England, 
as it would leave her far less territory 
to defend, but he questioned whether 
any enemy of Great Britain would agree 
to limit Ate hostilities and consider the 
dominions ‘‘out of bonds.’’ 

The British delegate praised the docu- 
ment presented to the conference by 
Elihu Root as “the most illuminating 
exposition on the present position of in- 
ternational. law’’ and declared himself 
_ — accord with the principles set 
‘orth. 

Mrs, Pfuff of the German delegation 
demanded equal rights for women as 
were granted to men. ‘“‘In times of ex- 
citement,”’ she said, “the jingo element 
among the men generally gets the upper 
hand, but the mothers and wives have 
to bear the disastrous consequences 0:

Congressman Aridrew, One of 
American Delegates, Would Can- 
cel All War Debts. 


Congressman A. Piatt Andrew. of 
Massachusetts, who was -one of. the 
American Legion delegates to the recent 
Fidac (Allied Veterans). congress in 
Rome, returned yesterday on the White 
Star liner Pittsburgh.

“There would be fewer misunderstand- 
ings betweén nations and the cause of 
peace would be much improved,’’ said 
Congressman Andrew, ‘‘if there could be 
more such non-political conferences be- 
tween representative people of different 
countries. At ‘the Widac Congress in 
Rome were delegations of veterans from 


nine countries, but they met in a spirit 
of amity and friendship because they 


common. cause. The atmosphere of the 
congress was very like that.of an Amer- 
{can Legion convention, animated, lively, 
full of comradeship and enthusiasm. 

“Before we left Rome the veterans of 
nine countries had forgotten all about 
differences of language and race, were 
singing each other’s national hymns 
(even though they stumbled on the 
words), and joining with especial 
in the stirring song and cheers of the 
Italian Fascisti.’ An,American tourist 
happening on the congress in ite leisure 
hours might easily have thought it an 
altogether American convention singing 
the songs of the different States. 

“As for the serious work of the con- 
gress, we spent many hours in earnest 
discussion, which resulted in the en- 
dorsement of a program proposed by 
the American delegation to utilize the 
veteran organizations of the several 
countries, in cultivating a spirit of mu- 
tual interest and friendliness among tle 
children and youth of these countries. 
This program will be submitted during 
the coming year to the veteran organ- 
izations of the nine countries repre- 
sented in the Fidac at their national 
conventions, and if adopted by them, as 
it doubtless will be, it should help sub- 
stantially in promoting a spirit of inter- 
national good-will among the younger 
generations, 


Seek Good From the War. 


“However slow and reluctant some of 
the Governments may be to cooperate 
with other Governments, and however 
quickly certain cold-blooded politicians 


everywhere have forgotten the spirit of 
solidarity and mutual helpfulness which 
exalted “their peoples during the war, 
the men who took part in the war are 
not contented that the war's sacrifices 
should have been made in vain.

Polish Deputies Lay Grievances Be- 
fore Premier Grabskli. 


WARSAW, Oct. 8 (Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency).—Representations in connection 
with the non-fulfillment of the Polish- 
Jewish agreement were presented to 
Viadislaw Grabski, Polish Prime Minta- 
ter, 4 a delegation of the Club of Jew- 
ish eputies, consisting of Deputies 
Farbstein and Rozmarin and Senator 
Truskier, yesterday.

WILL GUARD LONDON 


British Expert, Pictures Great 
Fortresses in Air, Despite 
Crash of Novel Machine.

LONDON, Oct. 3.—Floating helicopter 

fortresses thousands of feet above the 

ground will protect London from, enemy 
air raids in the next war. Such is the 

‘Optimistic piyediction made by a Brit- 

ish airplane -expert following a repoft 


British. helicopter which had been built 
in°the greatest secrecy crashed: and was 
partially wrécked when it took thé air 
for the first time yesterday. 

The ¢rash occurred during a secret ex- 
‘perimental flight, and so eager are the 
British -officials to keep the secret of 


of. other powers that none exdept the 
inventor, Couis-Brennan, and a few of- 
ficials were permitted to view the flight. 
In the same secrecy, according to The 


News, in which the machine has bedh 
hutlt during the last three years Is it 
now being repaired. 

The British. Government is. said to 
place the highest hopes: in ‘the néw 
heavier-than-air machine, which is said 
to be capable of remaining stationary 
in the air and ‘moving in any direction 
at the will.of the pilot. It was explained 
today that. when the machine’ is ulti- 
mately perfected it. will be able to sup- 
port big guns &t a height of 20,000 feet 
or more,.. Since experts helieve enemy 
planes in thé next war will ‘be able to 
bomb England 4t a height of 20;000 feet 
—out of sight.and beyond the range .of 

anti-aircraft guns—the only means of de- 
fense will be helicopter fortresses float- 
ing around important céntres at the 
same height at which the enemy ma- 
chines will fly. 

Yesterday’s “accident has not dis- 
couraged the. officials,, it is~ asserted.

Metropolitan Inheritance Bu- 
reau Cuts Cost $100,000 a 
Year. by Reorganization. 


PENDING CASES. DOWN ALSO 


New Method of Estate Appraisal 
Accounts for Much of Decrease, 
Says Report. 


A saving of $100,000 a year in the 
gost of collecting the State inheritance 
t&xes in the métropolitan district alone, 
where, for the year ended June 30 last, 
a. total of $12,426,303 was paid, or. 60 
per cent. of the entire revenue from this 
tax in this State, was announced in a 
Statement yesterday by fhe State Tax 
Commission outlining the results of ‘the 
reorganization of that office.

SAYS MURDERS FALL 
AS SUICIDES RISE 


Italian Criminologist Holds Fig- 
ures Show Constant Con- 
nection.

1827 -the 
number of suicides in’ France was 71 per 
1,000,000 inhabitants, increasing ; to 230 
fh 1914, while murders decreased from 
24 to 14 in the same Be eg In Bngland 
also in the riod suicides. in- 
creaséd from 78 to Pxi0, while murders 
decreased from $1 to 10. Figures for 
other. European countries showed the 
same treund. 

As a preventive of murder Professor 
Ferri ‘came: out strongly. against capital 
punishment, quoting in gupport. of h‘s 
thesis the experience. of Italy, which, 
first one Buropeon countries, abol- 
ished it in 1890. . When Italy abolished 
capital punishment thirty-five years ago; 
Professor Ferrti reminded his listeners, 
the people made the same catastrophic 
predictions. as those who favored capi- 
tal punishment in England, - France, 
Germany and the United States. “He 
said that Italy’s experiéncé disproved 
their arguments, however, .as - murder 
had been most distinctly on the. de- 
crease in Italy since 1890.

According to a“ Note” in the current 
number of The American Historical Re- 
view, the date of the formal adoption of 
the term “United States of America” 
as the official designation of this coun- 














try was July 11, 1778, Two months 
earlier it had, been . decided to use 
the phrase “United States of North 
America.” Prior to that the term had 
been used by JEFFERSON and others, and 
appeared in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendencé, but WasHINGTON’s military 
commission- .was. granted. by the dele- 
‘gates of the “United Colonies.” When 
‘Congress’ finally decided to drop 
“North” and agreed. upon what, Presi- 
dent. Laurens at the time termed “ our 
Stile,” the name which has ever since 
been used was officially proclaimed.

That is not all, At the foot of the 
mountains the harnessed “waters are 
utilized for irrigation as» they flow 
through -the valley, thereby. reclaiming 
thousands of acres of land. 

In much the same way as this North’ 
Feather River development the waters 
of the San Joaquin, Tule,;«Kern and 
Merced Rivegs are Weing utilized at the 
southern end of the system to” produce 
115,000 horsepower. .On the Kings River 
first steps have been taken in the devel- 
opment. of a 500,000-horsepower project, 
Largest of all the plants in the southern 
:system ‘will be the Balch power house, 
now under construction on Kings River. 
It. will be operated under a static head 
of 2,470 feet, the highest in America, 
and will develop 240,000 horsepower. 
“The present installed generating ca- 
pacity of the combined Western Power 
System is 412,000 horsepower. Full de- 
velopment, it is said, of all water power 
resources in this territofy will even- 
tually bring the total hydroelectric ca- 
pacity to more than 1,600,000 horsepower.

CROP ESTIMATES HIGHER 
Majority of “Gueseses” Put Yield 
"at Around 14,500,000 Bales, 
"Which Alds Selling. 





The declining’ movement in. cotton 
prices continued yesterday, with a loss 
of anoth 
in New York closing under the 23 cent 
level, a loss of a cent for the week. 
Final prices were 16.to 23 points lower 
than Friday. General, characteristics 
of thé’ market reflected no essential 
change, weight of the new crop on one 
hand being met. by steady absorption of 
contracts for the trade on scale buying 
at -price recessions. Pressure of the 
marketing movement ‘is not only a rec- 
ord for this season of the year, but the 
in-sight figures of 733,000 bales the past 
week have seldom been exceeded, Im- 
proved weather cofiditions in Western 
sections, with only slight precipitations 
and favoring “temperatures, together 
with a decline through 12d for all posi- 
tions but October in Liverpool, operated 
against the market. Hopkins, Dwight 
& Co. estimated the crop at 14,400,000 in 
the ‘event of a normal. frost date in 
Texas and Oklahoma, Private reports 
issued the past week have “all been 
raised above figures of two weeks ago, 
the majority which have appeared thus 
far being in the neighborhood of 14,600,- 
000 bales. 

AMxecution of a substantial volume of 
overnight selling orders carried Decem- 
ber through 23 cents on the opening call. 
The break below the even figure, how- 
ever, failed to disclosé stop-loss orders 
and the slow decline of:the previous 
few days was not accelerated. Hach 
few points’ recession found cotton ‘want- 
ed in each month and these orders were 
gradually filled through a constant suc- 


cession. of :telegraphic. orders from the 
South. Reports from the interior stated 
that the reduction on ‘low grades had 
brought cotton to a basis where ship- 
ments to New York for delivery on con- 
tract were in contemplation: December 
here continued to maintain a 75 to 80 
point premium over, January. Through- 
led. each 
decline, as was the case on Friday, re- 
flecting a uniform weight of contracts 
on both markets. Recoveries were con- 
fined to a few points and the lst'closed 
at the bottom as hedging orders were 
executed in final trading. 

Owing to phenomenal ‘weather ~ for 
tapid picking. and ginning during the 
greater part of the Fall, the’ rush of 
cotton to market appears to be limited 
simply by facilities of ‘transportation 
and the capacity of gins to put through 
the cotton,

Theré has not been anything 
like’ the wide fluctuations which oc- 
curred in woolens and cottons. Most 
of the raw silk used in the manu- 
facture of fabrics in this country 
comes from Japan. It averages near- 
ly 4,000,000 pounds a month. It is 
the principal. export of Japan and its 
ehipment and price are virtually regu- 
lated by the Government, although 
the form of having a bourse, or -+ex- 
change, is gone through with. Every 
once in a while an effort is made to 
boost prices, but it usually comes to 
naught because it results in curtailing 
purchases. Such an attempt was 
made recently and it inspired the fear 
on the part of domestic silk manufac- 
turers that it would seriously hurt 
their business. And this seemed war- 
ranted in view of the resistance shown 
by cutters-up to pay higher prices*for 
bread silks. In turn, this checked 
buying of raw silk until prices<for it 
became more attractive. If things do 
not change the prospects for a con- 
tinuance of a good business in silks 
would seem to be promising.

In anticipation 
of the Govern- 
ment report on 
cotton crop con- 
ditions as of Oct. 
1. a number ‘of © private» estimates 
have. been. issued.” Most. of these 
put the yield well over 14,000,000 
bales. The American Cotton Asso- 
ciation, however, places it at 18,- 
440,000 bales, but its guess woul’ re- 
ceive some attention were it not for 
its ridiculous- underestimates in the 
past. The general impression appears 
to be that the crop will exceed 14, 600, - 
000 bales. Whatever it may turn out 
to be is not likely to have much effect 
on the price of the material in the 
long run, because there will be de- 
mand enough to take care of the pro- 
duction. Latterly, in a number of 
localities, the cotton has been lowered 
in grade by rainfalls... Exports are 
keeping up better than are takings by 
domestic spinners. This is partly due 
to the curtailment. by Southern mills 
on account of the drought. ‘Latterly 
‘the price of cotton has not had much 
effect on the prices of fabrics. Those 
of gray goods have remained quite 
firm, while finished textures: have 
been inclined t6 advance because the 
making of them was not profitable to 
the mills at prevailing levels. Rises 
have- gccurred in wide sheets, .sheet- 
ings:and the like.

a very special kind of treatment has 
to be accorded to women in business, 
based on the fact that they are indi+ 
vidualists and refuse to conform to ac- 
cepted business ‘laws. At least such an 
opinion prevails .at the headquarters of 
the United) Women’s Wear League of 
North America, where women owning 
small businesses are often the subject 
of ‘conferences and arbitrations. ‘ 

M. Mossessohn, - Bxecutive Cheirman 
of the League, “in: discussing the nu- 
merous adjustments effected by the 
organization lately and the part played 
by women in -these affairs, said that 
this ‘generalization did not apply to 
women at the head .of credit depart- 
ments, or to women in big executive po- 
sitions, but chiéfly to: those owning de-~- 
partment stores or specialty shops. 

“This. ia partly. attributable to the 
fact that the woman who owns her own 
business ‘usually does. not own @ very 
large concern,” he added. ‘‘She is. un- 
used. to’ the breadth of view that. large 
responsibilities entdil and, therefore, she 
employs somewhat.the same tactics in 
her business life that she does in her 
private life 

“Just recently we had'‘a case brought 
here for adjustments. that exemplifies 
this contention thoroughly... A woman 
owning a small retail shop in a town 
some distance from New York, ordered 
some merchandise for the children’s de- 
partment. This merchandise was ac-' 
cepted and placed ‘in ‘her“ stocks, but 
failed to sell. 

“After three nionths, finding that she 
would have:to sell it at a loss, if at all, 
she calmly shipped the merchandise 
back to the manufacturer and, as she 
had not paid her bill, assumed. that it 
would be credited to her. Now you 
may say that such tactics are not pe- 
culiar to women. There have - been 
enough ftnstances of injustices —— 
by the male’ retailers to Keep such an 
incident {n the background. 

“The point I make, however, is *that 
this woman was absolutely unable to 
see that she was employing unbusiness- 
like and unethical methods. She was 
not deliberately’ fraudulent, for she 
thought she was only exercising a trade 
privilege. “When. it was put to her that 
she was stepping outside the bounds of 
ordinary business rules, she simply re- 
plied: ‘But _I could not use this mer- 
chandise.’ Tf she were told that she 
should have known that in the first 
place and ndt waited three months to 
discover it, .she would again reply: 
‘The merchandise. was not suitable to 
-my trade.’ 

“This is the ,attitude of women who 
buy from department stores. For 80 
long has it been the rule that the cus- 
tomer fs always right, that women have 
taken that, rule and applied it to their 
purchases.in the wholesale marké 

Mr. Mosessohn went on to say that an- 
other way. in which. women. business 
owners will not. conform™is' in their re- 
luctance. to. make statements of their 
financial standing. ‘‘Time after time,’’ 
he explained, ‘‘we find them either ig- 
noring. or refusing a request for ,facts 
about their Mabilities and assets, or 
sending in accounts, that are obviously 
false; For instance, they have the idea 
that a large bank balance is impressive. 
Consequently, they make’ that item in 
théir business as large as possible, re- 
gardléss of the claims against it. In 
listing assets they will’ make no allow- 
ance for depreciation of stocks, but will 
estimate it. at its full retail selling value 
when it is first delivered. 

“Again and agaih we have to warn 
our members against dofng bifsiness 
with women in certain States where 
they can easily evade. their financial 
obligations. through particular laws in 
effect in those jurisdictions. In Florida, 
for instance, a married woman in busi- 
ness. must have the permission: of her 
husband. or a Circuit Judge.to start her 
business: If. such permission has not 
been obtained she cannot be held lable 
for her debts. More than once such cir- 
cumstances have been taken advantage 





of. . 

“The cause for this state of affairs is 
probably that women have. through the 
centuries, been -thoroughgoing individ- 
ualists. “Without political or financial 
responsibility. they have not had t arn 
how to conform to group laws ern- 
ing business. We find them among the 
hardest class of retailers to deal with, 
because they do not recognize laws and 
rights :which have been long ata 
lished.”” 


BUYING OF DRY GOODS. 


Retallers Were In the Market Last

With these suits, the jumper blouse 
in a dull silk crépe, with matched jacket 
lining, is advocated; The bulletin quotes 
Charles Kondazian,’ a designer special- 
izing in Southern resort modes, as_re- 
garding this type of blouse as an im- 
portant style factor. ‘‘With the soft 
line tailleur we are developing three 
blouse types,’’ says Mr. Kondazian. ‘“‘We 
shall match each in color to the color 
of the suiting, employing three or more 
graded tones of the basic color or using 
softly contrasted shades.

WHAT RETAILERS SEEK. 


Kind of Goods Which‘ the Out-of- 
Town Dealers Are Ordering. 


In reviewing the course of buying by 
retailers during the past week, Kirby, 
Block & Fischer, local purchasing 
agents for department stores, say: ‘In 
fabrics, black chiffon. velvets in all 
grades are béing reordered and the 
cheaper grades are very scarce. Eve- 
ning shades are being called for. Bro- 
caded, chiffon velvets in» multi-eolorings 
in street shades are also very good. 
Crépe back satin, is still the outstand- 
ing item in the silk market and popular 
priced qualities are almost impossfble 
to pick up for spot delivery. Fiat 
crépes are being ordered in the cheaper’ 
grades. The demand =:for balbriggans 
has let up and these goods are. begin- 
ning to be more plentiful. Manufac- 
turers have about caught up on delivery. 

“The demand for black satin dresses 
is keeping up, particularly the better 
end retailing from $39.50 to about-$69.50. 
We.are also getting calls for crépe roma 
dresses for afternoon wear, mostly in 
the light shades. Thése are all made up 
with long sleeves, and erg of = “uy 
have the, convertible Anigh ow 
Two-piece satin dresses, partioniatty in 
black, are selling very well in ce n 
locations. 

‘We are now Feeetving.. & few calls 
for cloth dresses, particularly in navy, 
in. both the princess and. two-piece 
models for the miss, while in the larger 
sizes we are buying dresses more along 
the straight-line type. - 

“In coat business, flare and princess 
effect, silhouettes lead. Manufacturers 
are concentratirig their efforts on these 
types of garments, and they are being 
shown at all prices. The new lines con- 
sist principally ‘of copies. of some of the 
imported lines which have been brought 
over recently and show large / patch 
pockets, also large: gauntlet cuffs and 
edgings of fur all around the coat. 

“The fur market has been rather quiet 
during the past two weeks and it is 
believed. perfectly > natural. that there 
should be some réaction after the tre- 
mendous August fur business. It is the 
opinion of most retailers that there will 

a demand for women’s fur coats, even 

the rural districts, especially popular- 
priced merchandise. , There has recently 
developed qtiite a demand for women’s 
wide belts in colored suedes and in gold 
and. silver leather. ‘There is.also a de- 
mand for other. it made of gold 
leather,» such as. ladies’ pocketbooks, 
cigarette cases, also match cases. e 
call for wide ties for women is now at 
its peak and we are receiving calls for 
all kinds of novelty patterns. Kid gloves 
are also very active, but only for noVel- 
ties in the embroidered cuffs. 

“Men's topcoats in the single-breasted 
box model with set-in sleeves, 44 to 45 
inches long, are what is called for to- 
day.

Retallers Declared Not to Be | Wich not 


Helpless in Meeting the 
Urge of Canvassers. 


That the direct-to-consumer or house- 
to-house canvassing type of ‘selling is 
-here to stay, and. thatthe retailers most 
affected by it are using the ‘wrong | com 
means of combating it, were the asser- 
tions made yesterday by .a local busi- 
ness man who has given the matter 
considerable; study. In his opinion, it 
is doubtful if really’ effective or consti- 
tutional ways. of legislating or taxing | 
this type of merchandising out of exis- 
tance will ever be devised, Going the 
direct seller one better, either in mer- 
chafidise or service, is in this man’s 
opinion the logical solution of the: re- 
tailers’ problem. \ 

*Direct-to-consumer selling, is by .no 
means a new thing,” continued the man" 
in question. “It has’ been going on for 
years in a number of lines, but atten- 
tion has. been focused on it in. the last 
two or three years by its rapid growth. 
Theoretically, it is the best possible 
means of distribution, but whether it 
actually is or is not is no part of this 
discussion. At the moment we are Con- 
cerned only with its effect on retailers, 

“It is; to my mind, significant that 
the retailers who complain most bitterly 
against this form of competition are 
also the ones who are most bitter against 
the chain store and the mail order 
house. They are the retailers located 
in the smallér cities and towns of. the 
country, It is not my purpose to mini- 
mize the problems which they have had 


-to face in the last several years, but I 


cannot, help \wondering whether some of 
those problems are not the result of 
their own failure to ‘get in line’ or, in 
other words, to take advantage of the 
merchandising plans and methods that 
of late years have been successfully 
used by larger:and more progressive 
merchants. | 

“Candidly, I am tempted 'to think that 

a good part of the troubles of ‘the re- 
Taslace hurt most: by house-to-house rae 
vassing are due to their unwilli 
to get out of a well-worn rut. Ce 
some of the more progressive of, the 
small city merchants have subscribed 
to the. policy of tncerasing profits 
by increasing turnover, which’ means 
careful and frequent buying and selling 
at. prices calculated to move the mer- 
chandise out rapidly, too many of them 
still stick to the theory that a given 
numberof turnovers per yearusually 
too few—should give them a satisfactory 
rettirn On their investments of mnioney, 
enérgy and time. The result is that the 
chain store, the canvasser and the mail- 
order house undersell them and get the 
cream of the business. 

“‘Titustrative of this point, I would like 
to cite an instance which took place a 
few years ago:in a small city not more 
than a day’s ride from New/York. An 
out-of-town man of the ‘mirrah boys’ 
type came to the city in question and 
bought a drug store that had for years 
been conducted by one of the old- 
established concerns of the place. He 
made little attempt to corral the pre- 
scription business of the place, but he 
did set sail. after all the business in 
the so-called patent medicines in -sight, 
as well as that in the various sundries 
and accessories of the modern. drug 
business. It ‘was not long before he 
was on the high road to achieving his 
purpose, 

‘What was done by the other drug 
stores of the place, some of which had 
been in business for two or three gen- 
erations?. Did they cut prices and go 
in for merchandising innovations fn ar 
effort to_stop the ‘foreigner’ frony, run- 

ning ther ragged? They, did not.’ They 
got together and produced a series of 
about the least effective cooperative ad- 
vertisements it has ever been my good 
or bad fortune to see. They reminded 
me.for. all the world of an old lady 
shaking’ her skirts at a playful, barking 
puppy that was trying to nip her ankles. 
Almost needless to say, the ‘foreigrier’ 
is still in business there and, in addi- 
tion to owning one ‘of the most attrac- 
tive stores in the place, he is the owner* 
of several choice of real estate. 
Further than this, he has already served 
a couple of terms in the Common 
Council. 

“I cite this case because it seems to 
me it is indleative of how little any re- 
taller or group of retailers can hope 
to accomplish in any field against. out- 
side competition by figuratively shaking 
skirts. They have got to fight fire with 
fire and, if they feel that cooperation 
is necessary successfully to fight a com- 
mon enemy, let them cooperate. But 
having once got together, let them eo Se 
like real live business men instead o 
carping ‘crowd of old women, 

“Tf they want to keep the home town 
dollar at home, let them do something 
to keep it there. If any particular de- 
partment is being hard hit, let that de- 
partment be operated for a while at no 
protit. or even a loss, if necessary, to 

mpress on the minds of the. local con- 
suming. public that no. outside. agency 
can. offer merchandise’ more. cheaply 
than they, if as cheaply. The. profits 
thus sacrificed can. rightly. be. regarded 
as business insurance and, if the matter 
is properly handled, it will pot take a 
great deal of finie to convince consumers 
that they have nothing to gain by pat- 
ronizing the so-called ‘bell-ringers.' 

“In their fight against canvasser com- 
petition the retailers have three very 
important weapons of offense. The most 
tmportant of these; and one which my 
observations’ show me is not used. nearly 
nen in many places, is advertising 
in! the local papers. ~ Where publicity of 
this kind is now used to fight outside 
competition it is almost always of the 
‘education’ type, which is something like 
trying to shoot lions with a popgun, 
What should be Ning ee are standard 
lines of merchandise at Re ces that the 
bell pig: can’t touch, If profits gh 
to be sacrificed for the time being to 
make this advertising possible, tet the 
sacrifice bé made. 

“The other two important weapons_in 
fighting” .canvasser competition are —

EN it was suggested to Woodrow 
Wilson that he write his remi- 
niscences he is said to have an- 


swered that to do sp would 

have offended his historic 
sense. And the books that Lord 
Grey likes to write deal not with the 
issues of. peace and war, but with 
birds and trees and flowers and 
fishes. . If, then, we have this ac- 
count of his twenty-five years of 
public service, in or on the thresh- 
old of the British Foreign Office, ‘it 
is because bitter controversies qver 
his responsibility for the European 
disaster have -forced into his fingers 
the inevitable pen. Lord Grey does | 
not offer his book as history. But it 
is a document_to which, so he thinks, 
the historian should have access. 
And with the historian he includes 
his own generation, and especially 
pacifists. Not that he expects these 
pages to end the quarrel. “It is not 
hard to tell the truth,’’ said von Bie- 
berstein to him when in London as 
yerman Ambassador; ‘“‘the difficulty 
is to get it believed."’

Its lucidity and de- 
tachment astonished a public mind, 
dejuged with floods of excusatory 
propaganda. But Lord Oxford, 
though he was hi if 
for what was done in his Cabinet, 
was actually presenting a brief for 
Grey. If Asquith was captain of the 
ship, Grey was pilot. And on the 
erucial questions whether England 
provoked the great disaster in Eu- 
rope; whether, if not provoking it, 
she eould have prevented the war, 
and whether, if not preventing it, 
she could have avoided entrance into 
the war, it is Grey who stands court-

Sleep came every night sufficient 
in amount to restore strength for 
the next day, but there was often 
a wakeful time round about +4 
o'clock in the morning—that time 
when vitality is low and spirits are 
depressed and the mind is often a 
prey to doubts and anxieties.

His net ‘conclusion is simple and 
tragic. ‘‘No enduring security,”’ h 
is now certain, ‘can be found in com- 
peting armaments and separate alli- 
ances.” A League of Nations must 
‘supersede militarism. And it was to 
further this aim that he came to 
Washireton, “‘“The mission,’’ he 
says, “‘Wos useless'’: and fora tragic 
reason. “President Wilson was struck 
down by illness’’ and ‘transacted ho 
buginess—not even with his own Sec- 
retary of State." 

Grey’s partial insomnia’ is easily 
explained. At every crisis in Europe 
he was, by a coincidence of destiny- 
afflicted with a private grief. At Algeciras 
peace and war were in the balance. And 
Lady Grey, the wife of his youth, to whom 
he was utterly devoted, was thrown from 
her dogceart and killed. At the second crisis 
over Morocco he lost-an intimate brother in 
Africa, whom a lion mauled to death. And 
in May, 1914, Grey -himself, worried that he 
could not see the ball at squash rackets or 
even “the Wagoner’’ in the. constellation 
called the Great Bear, consulted oculists,

It is the Parliamentary manner that per- 
sists in these pages. The styjé is tone; the 
syntax, good form. “I never had a perora- 
tion,” writes Grey, and he never needed it. 
He whose présence commands has not to 
convince. When Grey, as Amibassador, 
landed in New York wearing a cloth cap, 
reporters were astounded. They did not 


realize that dukes can afford to be ill- 
dressed. So with a ragged sentence, It is 
the voice that matters. 

Grey admits that he and his colleagues 
“belonged to one epoch and have lived on 
into another.” But, says he with asperity, 
*‘the talk about ‘old diplomacy’ and ‘new 
diplomacy’ is little better than useless chat- 
ter.’’ Diplomacy is, he thinks, no more than 
business between’ ‘Governments 
which are the executive committees 
of nations.’’ And to the entire in- 
dictment which brands him as a 
Machiavelli, he. retorts with an abso- 
lute denial. No document was faked, 
and, on specific instances, he here 
gives chapter and verse: And, he 
asserts, ‘“‘we made no secret treaty 
in time of peace.’ -If such treaties 
were forced on Britain during the 
war they were regarded as “wrong 
and detestable,’’ like “the use of poi- 
son: gas.”’ 

To the tons of State papers, now 
released by Russia and Germany, 
Grey devotes, then, hardly a sylla- 
ble. If attachés intrigued and secret 
services imagined a vain thing it 
was behind his back. What he had 
to do, day by day, was “to brace his 
mind to plow through the stiffest and 
least. attractive material—"namely, 
dispatch boxes full of official papers 
—and ‘‘to break up the most intract- 
able clod” of routine that began at 
dawn and at midnight was still un- 
finished at his bedside. It was in 
the world, not the underworld of 
diplomacy, that he lived and moved 
and had his being. 

‘And his one recompense was the 
week-end. Never a “town lover,’’ 
London was “‘exile’’; his room at the 
House of Commons “‘a cellar,’’ and 
Parliament “‘no pleasure.'" Heaven 
was “a small bungalow in Hamp- 
shire,” open only at week-ends, 
where; without even servants, he 
could be alone with his wife, a soll- 
tude suggesting ‘‘a new definition of 
luxury—that of having everything 
that. we did- want and nothing that 
we did not want.'’ 

That this has been in fact Grey's 
use of his spare time cannot be de- 
nied. And it was idyllic. But Grey's 
very immunity from intrigue ren- 
dered him a mystery to Europe. The 
idea that Britain’s Foreign Secretary 
was a naturalist, appointed to the 
Foreign Office because he had never 
been trained as “an expert’ in 
diplomacy, lay outside the philosophy 
of Berlin. How could Europe have 
supposed that Lord Kimberiey falted 
to instruct his young colleague on 
British relations with France in 
Africa because, just as the Commons 
were meeting, ‘‘he would embark on 
an account of the ravages wrought 
among trees by a great gale in Nor- 
folk’'?. Or that the Under Secretary, 
having on his own authority warned ~ 
France that an expedition to the Nile 
would be “an unfriendly act,” and so 
aroused the furies, coolly entered in 
his diary at the cottage: ‘Pruning 
Sunday. Dustirbed by work, and have 
to go up [to London} on Sunday eve-’ 
ning’’? How could the armed camp 
of Christendom appreciate a states- 
man who, after issuing a ten days’ 
ultimatum tq Abdul Hamid, com- 
plained to his officials that inadver- 
tently the period had been dated to 
expire on what to Grey was “Beech 
Sunday,’’ when he lunched annually 
“at the foot of a certain tree’’!

R. A. 8. M. HUTCHINSON 
has Deen writing popular 
fiction for some dozen 





years, and each successive 
movel that comes from his hand 
imposes a greater strain upon sin- 
cere and urbane criticism. Under 
the stimulus of popularity his man- 
nerisms have attained a rank 
growth until a prose uncanny indeed 
is their result. His pleonasms, his 
tautology, his inversion of the syn- 
tax common to civilized writers, the 
quips and cranks of his mirthiess 
pleasantries make the fortune of the 
parodist and the burlesque adept. 
But they teave little substance into 
which the sober critic:can sink his 


‘teeth. The task is made even 
harder by the fact that each suc- 
cessive instalment of his genius 
evinces_a more resolute handling of 
sacred themes,: a more obvious de- 
sire to be considered a prophet for 
our times. It is bard to handle a 
bad sermon as it deserves without 
seeming to scoff. at a good text. 
Small wonder that many shrink from 
a task so ungrateful and leave him 
to more light-hearted spirits whose 
motto is ‘‘castigat ridendo,’’ and to 
the whips and scorpions of those who 
make the baiting of dunces their 
specialty. 

In “One Increasing Purpose,’ to 
be quite fair, we are given a little 


help. Under the transparent pseudo- 
nym of “‘B. C. D. Ash’’ the master 
steps through the drop-curtain of 
modesty, not so much to tet us into 
the mysteries of his magic as to dis- 
arm envy by recounting some of 
the penalties of literary world fame, 
and, incidentally, to take a fling at 
the hostile critics—‘‘the Bodyguard’ 


—who are unwilling to accept ‘‘large 
printings'’ as the final word upon 
his worth. 

The ‘‘super-famous’’ author, we 
learn, can lead but a hunted and fu- 
gitive life. He is torn between na- 
tive modesty and the decencies due 
to his position. |These entail two ad- 
dresses in town. One, ‘‘devilish 
swageer,"’ for the benefit. of para- 
graphers and camera men, the other, 
more congenial, in a Bloomsbury 
lodging house, amid such holy sim- 
plicities as a view on a mews and 
a “‘green canvas bath."’

“‘Sim’’ Paris, to whose increasing 
Purpose ‘‘B. C. D.”" acts as general 
providence, is a young infantry Ma- 
jor who has come through four years 
of war without a scratch and upon 
whose conscience continued im- 
munity imposes the often reiterated 
question: ‘‘Why am I spared?’’ The 
general let-down of the post-war 
world disgusts him, he has lost sight 
of a nice girl called Elisabeth Glade, 
and is in a general mood to tilt at 
windmills for righteousness’ sake. 

Sim is one of a family of three 
brothers, who, after the fashion of 
the British middle class, have gone 
different ways in life. One brother, 
Charles, lives in a ramshackle house 
at Blackheath. He is tied to the 
worry and detail of-a business that 
is running down, married to a tepid- 
ly affectionate wife, and the prisoner 
of a terrible great-uncle, referred to 
as “Old Gand” or “‘that very old

“EADERS may recall a mys- 
terious news item from Lon- 
don to the effect that a play 
had. been privately produced

Hit, but giving no clue to the 
nature of the play or the identity of 
the author. But plays are like -mur- 
der in that they will out; and it is 
now pretty generally knowh that the 
production around which such a 
cloak of mystery was thrown was 
John Masefield’s attempt to render 
on the speaking stage a portion of 
the Passion of Christ. Mr. Masefield 
confined himself to the. trial of 
Jesus; and under that title the 
drama is now available in book form. 
As it happens, two other plays have 
come simultaneously with the Mase- 
field drama—two comedies, also by 
English authors. They are ‘‘Devon- | 
shire Cream,’’ by Eden Phillpotts; 
and ‘‘Anthony and Anna,’’ by 8t. 
John G. Ervine. 

It is scarcely likely that Mase- 
field’s Passion Play will see profes- 
sional production either in England 
or this country; aad yet, with the 
precedent of ‘“The Miracle,’ it is 
barely possible that some manager 
may be led to believe that. with 
staging that should assure a suf- 
ficiently reverential atmosphere the 
attempt could be made. The play- 
wright himself. hag provided a 
groundwork for this by interspersing 
lines for a chorus, after the manner 
of the ancient Greek theatre, with 
the music for the same taken largely 
from Haydn and Gitick. But with 
the ‘natural antipathy which one 
feels against the portrayal of any 
part, of the Passion under the ex- 
treme secular envifonment of the 
commercial stage, the probabilities 
are against production. The Ober- 
ammergau play, because of the 
feeling of ‘ ng which 
prompted its inception, because 
of the accumulation of tradition 
gathered through :centuries, and be- 
cause of the mannér of presentation, 
seems likely to remain the exception 
that it is. 

To understand John Masefield’s 
approach to his subject, one will do 
well to recall this poet’s recent ex- 
cursions—in poetic prose as well as 
in poetry—into. the field of Homeric 
story. Ulysses, Paris, Hector—for 
Masefield these figures are not epic 
heroes, they are human béings, men. 
His effort was to ‘‘naturalize,’’ as it 
were, the ancient dramatic situation 
into modern terms, without, how- 
ever, removing his personages from 
their original period in time. To this 
end he employed words in everyday 
use today, he painted his back- 
grounds precisely as a novelist 
would paint them today. And it is 


approached the trial of Christ. Just 
as he threw no-Homeric glamour 


the apparent uselessness of the sac- 
rifice—these occupy him, and these 
alone. In, other words, Masefield 
brings to his task the disinterested- 
ness of the playwright and the deli- 
cate’ appreciation of the poet. His 
play has rare beauty—the austere 
beauty of black marble. The trag- 
edy under his capable hands is not 
Christian, it is not Jewish. It is the 
Inevitable tragedy of the. conflict of 
unreconcilable social and intellectual 
forces. And the trial of Christ, thus 
shorn of its peculiar religious signifi- 
cance, takes on a new, and an even 
more appalling grandeur.

immediate and disastrous effect upon 
him. -

Placeable loss, it is possible to say 
that he deserved even greater re- 
gard as @ man than as an artist. 
Again: 

In Poe’s weakness there was never 
any sensual intention. He was not 
seeking for pleasure—merely for a 
continued working life—for exis- 
tence itself. 

It must be remembered, too, that 
both parents of Poe died young—of 
tuberculosis. In his case, as in the 
case of most of Professor Marks's 
subjects, it is this tuberculosis germ 
that must first be calléd to the bar 
of our judgment. 

It is the microbe of disease that is 
the chief offender, for most of these 
‘‘addicts’’ of genius have first taken 
to drugs or alcohol for alleviation of 
physical suffering or weakness. ‘‘We 
are indeed what our microbes make 
us,’’ says Dr. Marks, ‘‘and of genius 
this is doubly. true.’’ 
questions whether her studies should 
not be called “Germs and Genius’’ 
rather than “Drugs and Genius’’— 
for it usually happens that the germs 
come first. The health itself, apart 
from artificial stimuli or allevia- 
tions—such is the mysterious chem- 
istry of genius—is seen sometimes 
to be a source of inspiration. This

He himself remarked 
it. ‘Only one conclusion is possible,’’ 
comments Dr. Marks, ‘‘that he 
missed the psychical excitation of 
disease."* 

The clearness and activity of the 
brain during severe iliness*must be 
familiar to many. Robust health and 
genius seldom seem to go together, 
though, of course, they have not al- 
ways been strangers in some of our 
greatest poets. Nor does Juvenal’s 
“mens sana in corpore sano’’ pro- 
duce great works of the imagination, 
or even the intellect. So-called “‘mad- 
men’’—and Dr. Marks instances. the 
recent example of Nietzsche—have 
had no little share in molding the 
thought and fortunes of the world. 
‘““They have called me mad,’’ wrote 
Poe, -‘‘but the question is not yet 
settled whether madness is or is not 
the loftiest intelligence; whether 





much that is glorious, whether all 
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that is profound, does not spring 
from disease of thought—from moods 
of mind enacted at the expense of 
general intellect.’’ 

Blake was surely to madness near 
allied, at times and in spots, and the 
thought of the superior sanity of 
madness. was constant with Shake- 
speare—for: example, “A happiness 
that madness often hits on, which 
reason and sanity could not so pros- 
perously be delivered of,’" and again, 
“Like madness is the glory of this 
life." But to return to opium, al- 
cohol and microbes: The overcoming 


| of any of these and the recapture of 


health is not seldom seen to be a 
good-bye to genius. The reformed 
drunkard means a.lost poet. Such 
was the moral of Mrs. Gertrude 
Atherton’s brilliant novel, “The 
Gorgeous Isle,’’ in the hero of which 
she is said to have had Swinburne in 
mind, for it was commonly said that 
Swinburne never wrote a line worth 
reading after his good friend Watts- 
Dunton .had taken him under his 
wing and protected his orgiastic tem- 
‘perament from the bottle. That 
great literature has been made with- 
out the bottle? or other such stim- 
ulant, is. undeniable; yet, even in 
the case of the great sane and 
healthy masters, so called, who 
knows what a searching scientific 
analysis of their physical “histories’’ 
might discover?. Some of them, too, 
like Balzac, had their coffee. The 
thing lies deep in human nature, and 
the need of something to excite, to 
‘key up’’ our. ‘nOrmal, everyday 
spiritual and intellectual apparatus 
is cOmmon to all men in all ages, 
savage as well as civilized, dullards 
as well as geniuses, since the begin- 
ning of time. 

Some form of intoxication seems 
necessary to human happiness, to 
supply something left out, something 
ecstatic unattainable under normal 
conditions.

It is that impatience which, not 
merely with artists and poets, but 
with all men and women who would 
live vividly and creatively, gives ear 
naturally enough to the Mephis- 
topheles whisper of opium and alco- 
hol. Dr. Marks quotes Mrs. Meynell 
on Coleridge to this effect: “I wish 
‘Kubla Khan’ had never been written 
at such a price. If I could write a 
masterpiece at such, a price, God for- 
bid it me."" Well, in Coleridge’s 
case, the price was paid mainly by 
his friends, and I am inclined to 
think that his life would have been 
that of the shiftless, indolent talker, 
‘‘inebriated with the exuberance of 
his own . verbosity,” even without 
opium, and probably in that case, 
without the redeeming gifts to-us of 
“Kubla Khan,” ‘“The Ancient Mari- 
ner” and ‘‘Christabel.’’ Whether it Is 
better to live a long, commonplace 
life im the enjoyment of good health, 
or to live a shorter life packed 
‘with creation, however disastrously 
achieved, is a question each must 
decide for himself.

In the principal action 
alone Mr. Bromfield makes use of no 
less than twenty characters, all alive, 
all convincing, all pertinent. The

The ad- 
ditional material, with all its acces- 
sory details, merely serves further to 
expose the poverty of Mr. Dell’s in- 
vention and the equivocal nature of 
this curious, half-repudiated philos- 
ophy of irresponsible evasion which 
Mr. Dell terms the ‘‘poetry of dar- 
ing, of whim, of romantic folly."’ 





Mr. Dell has set out to write a 
novel of ideas. Im the absence of 
material, ‘““Runaway’’ is plentifully 
furnished forth with Mr. Dell’s opin- 
ions. They are intelligent opinions,, 
such as should be found in the edito- 
rial columns of any well-conducted 
newspaper. Their subjects; however, 
are ephemeral, and the treatment of 
them does not serve to exploit what- 
ever of permanent interest they may 
contain. For an instance, Mr. Dell 
makes clever and pertinent remarks 
on the score of censorship and the 
Ku Klux Klan. Equally apposite 
in the meantime, 
been passed upon these subjects, and 
Mr. Dell's contribution falls a little 
flat. 

If there is anything that might be 
expected of: Mr. Dell, in a novel, it is 
a solicitous concern with clarifying, 
revaluating, and even more pointed- 
ly, with rectifying human relation- 
ships, from the most intimate to the 
most casual. Mr. Dell's incidental 
writings as well as his more extended 
works have tended to identify him as 
an aspirant, at least, for the role of 
spokesman for sanity, mutual toler- 
ance and a fluid equipoise in the re- 
lation between the sexes. Each of 
Mr. Dell’s novels represents his ear- 
nest effort toward a full-face view 
of this question, which he would 
seem persistently to regard as a 
“question.” He has indicated va- 
rious aspects of the fundamental sit- 
uation of a’ man-and a woman and 
their attraction fer one another. In 
resolving this situation, however, it 
has again and again happened that 
Mr, Dell fumbles and fluffs the thing 
in itself and talks all around it. His 
very characters are difficult to vis- 
ualize as other than two-dimensional 
caricatures, vaguely shaped as hu- 
mans, but formed of blocks of print- 
ed paragraphs.

RRANGEMENTS have 0been 
completed whereby it is now 
possible to ‘‘telegraph’’ books 
to friends in distant cities in 
the same way that flowers 

are sent. It is the American Book- 

sellers’ Association that has brought 
this about, the preliminary steps 
having been taken at the convention 
of that organization held last May 
at the Drake Hotel in Chicago. 

There are three ways in which the 

buyer of books may take advantage 

of this service. He may order a 

particular book to be delivered to 

a friend at a distance, but in this 

case he will be requested to name 

two or three alternate titles in case 
the title wanted does not happen to 
be in stock in the city to which the 
order goes; or he may give the book 
dealer in the city where the recipi- 
ent lives carte blanche to choose a 
suitable book, first giving him some 
hints as to the tastes of the recipi- 
ent; or he may send a “book order,’’ 
that is to say, an order upon the 
dealer to deliver to the person named 
therein books to the value of what- 
ever sum one chooses to specify. 

The person in whose favor the order 

is drawn will then choose from the 

dealer's stock such books as he de- 
sires. The purpose of the American 

Booksellers’ Association in estab- 

lishing this service is, of course, to 

stimulate the sale of books, particu- 
larly for gifts. It should accomplish 
its purpose, for it removes at least 
two of the objections to sending 
books to persons living at a distance 
—first, it makes it possible to be 
sure that the gift will not be a dupli- 
cate of a book already owned by the 
recipient; and, second, it assures the 
arrival of the gift at the proper time 
rather than a day or two early or 
late. The association has adopted 
for this service the glogan, *“‘Remem- 
ber Them With Books.”’ -

AGDALENA BACH was the 

wife of Sebastian Bach and 

her chronicle opens with these 
explanatory words: 

In my solitude I had a visit this 
day which has cheered my héart. 
Caspar Burgholt, that old and 
favorite pupil of my beloved Sebas- 
tian, sought me out and came to 
visit me—and, indeed, it needed 
some seeking to. discover Dame 
Bach in her seclusion of poverty, 
so quickly are forgotten our more 
prosperous days. We had much 
of which to speak, but most of 
all we talked of the one who is 
dead—of his master and my hus- 
band. After we had recalled many 
things of those wonderful years 
Caspar said a word which gives 
@ meaning to my present hidden 
existence: ‘‘Write,"’ he said, 
“‘write a little chronicle of that 
great man. You knew him as no 
one else knew him, write all that 
you remember—and I do not sup- 
pose your faithful heart has for- 
gotten much—of his words, his 
looks, his life, his music. People 

“neglect his memory now, but not 
always will he be forgotten, he is 
too great for oblivion, and some 
day posterity will thank you for 
what you shall write.’’ Those 
were Caspar’s words, and I per- 
ceive that whether it is true or 
not what he says about posterity, 
there will be much comfort to me 
in my loneliness in following his 
advice. 


The chronicle glances back and 
tells something of Bach's life before 
she and he were married, but nearly 
all of it is concerned with their life 
together, with Sebastian's work and 
character, nature and achievements, 
herself figuring only as portrayer of 


vividly as she does her husband. 
Simply written, naive, understand- 
ing, alive with worshipful affection, 
this quiet, tender chronicle makes a 
very moving story of both the great 
musician and of the gentle soul of 
his wife.

Expedition: Will Scale Almost Unknown Range, Lofty as the, Alps, Lying at the End of a Trail 
Strewn With the Bones of Adventurers—Desert People, the Touaregs, Are inhospitable

have left the north coast of 
Africa, carrying provisions 
and gasoline into the depths 

of the Sahara Desert. They are 
laying a trail of supplies (depots 
300 kilometers apart) for the expe- 
dition that will follow at the begin- 
ning of October, under the leader- 
ship of Count Byron de Prorok, with 
the mountain ranges of the Sahara, 
the Hoggar country, into which no 
white man has ever before penetrat- 
ed, as its objective. ; 

The route passes through Ouergha, 
Insalah and Tamanrasset—which 
last will be the expedition’s head- 
quarters and which has been re- 
named by the French Fort Laperine, 
in memory of the French airman 
who lost his life near there in the 
course of one of his desert flights. 
“Almost all the way the trail is 
a Golgotha—the road lined with 
skeletons of explorers and adven- 
turers who have died of thirst or 
by native treachery. The return 
journey will lead past the place 
where a whole Touareg army, slain 
in ancient battle, lies perfectly pre- 

ified by the intense 
eat, much as bodies are sometimes 
preserved for years in the ice.

‘‘This was preceded by an intens 
ly hot wind, resembling somewhat 
the hot-air blast from a fdrnace 
when the doors are opened. This 
hot wind carried with it countless 
particles of sand—scouts, as it were, 













































of the storm which was following, 
and sent on to find out what human 
beings or animals were there to be- 
come the object of its attack. This 
preliminary wind, with its accom- 
panying sand, was a mere baga- 
télle. The real trial was to follow. 
Close on its heels came the sand- 
storm—a whirling, densely packed 
bank of sand hurrying forward at a 
headlong pace, bdiinding and over- 
powering everything with which it 
came in contact."’

Methods change 
in counterfeiting~as in hair- 
cuts and hosiery... Just now the 
“demand for paper money is so great

A cure. The popular thing in counfer- 
feiting. circles, therefore, is note- 
raising. It is quite fashionable to 
_ manipulate the numeral in the corner 
of a $1 bill m such a way as*to 
make it read $100. Careless people 
sometimes accept such a raised note, 

believing it genuine. 

The safest occasion upon which to 
pass such a ili, counterfeiters have 
discovered, is when buying liquor 
from a bootlegger. The position of 
this illicit dealer is such that he may 
not be able to turn a counteffeiter 
up when he finds himself duped. 

One b egeer, for insta . re 

cently rode in his speed boat out to 
a ship of the rum fleet and dickered 
for a cargo. He bought $10,000 
worth of spirits. Having the cases 
meatly stowed in his boat he pro- 
dued his roll and made payment. 
He peeled off one hundred bills 
which, according to the numeral ip 
the corner, were worth $100 each 
If one looked at the body of these 
bills, however, one might have found 
the numeral ‘‘1’’ still entwined in 
the collar mark. Yet the bad money 
was accepted. The liquor dealer had 
made a $10,000° purchase by dint of 
pasting cigar box numbers in the 
corners of $100 worth of $1 bill« 
" Note-raising is a very crude pro- 
.cedure and such a note is always 
detected before it has gone far. Tt 
is a hit-and-run device, and is most 
often foisted upon those who dare 
not blab. The law-abiding are given, 
thereby, little cause for worry. 

Another quite modern phase of the 
counterfeiting game is the manu- 
facture of American currency abroad. 
The art of printing is quite highly 
developed in such countries as Italy, 
Potand, and particularly Germany. 
American money has been popular 
and familiar in those countries since 
the war. The Secret Service has 
handled counterfeits coming from all 
three countries,

The steel engraver who - would 
make a plate from which to print 
these $1 bills must, in turn, possess 
the mastery of all these artists. ._He 
must be able to engrave faces, let- 
ters, borders. Steel engraving has 
personality, just as has handwriting. 
He ‘must reprofuce the personality 
of each of the original engravers, an 
enormously difficult task. It is be- 
cause of these difficulties that ooun- 
terfeits originally engraved on steel 
have never gone far. He who would 
make them in such a way that they 
 wilt-not soon be detected-ix-under- 
taking the impossibie.- This would 
be true even if there were not the 
problems of printing to overcome, 
the problems of ink, of - distinctive 
paper. 


New Methods of Counterfeiting 


Printing counterfeits from original- 
ly engraved plates is for the most 
part a thing of the past. Steel en- 
graving itself, as one ef the fine 
arts, has largely disappeared. Since 
steel engraving is now little used as 
a reproduction process not many 
first-rate steel engravers are to, be 
found. Most of these experts work 
for the Government. Those who do 
not are. well known to the Secret 
Service, which is able to keep track 
of them. If an engraver should go

The Well-Built Play. 
To the Dramatic Hditor: 

Not having seen ‘“‘The Pelican,” the 
writer cannot discyss the merits or de- 
merits of the play, but your analysis 
and discussion in general of the ‘‘well- 
built play,’’ to which category ‘The 
Pelican’’ belongs, were of arresting in- 
terest. 

Ibsen and his well-made pley had 
been a thorn in the side to the Ameri- 
can playwright, and in a lesser degree 
to his English brother, Having ac- 
quainted themselves with Ibsen's meth- 
ods> through Pinero and Jones, our 
American dramatisis have acquired the 
theatrical artificiality of the latter 
without the human element of the for- 
mer. Ibsen's plays appear well made, 





> in the second by the charac- 
ter being true to herself. 

A play is well built when the dramatis 
Personae do the acts and say the things 
that are consistent with their heredity, 
education and environment. Not infre- 
quently has our dramatic sense been 
shocked by the incongruity of character 
and situation. Even Ibsen has some- 
what strained our credulity in ‘A Doll's 
House’’ when the gay and care-free 
Nora, by a sydden gust of inspiration, 
becomes sober and serious, and, to her 


consternation, walks out of the Doll's 
House and slams the door behind her. 

George Kelly, author of “The Show- 
Off,"’ was once asked if he followed any 
dramatic formula in the writing of his 
Ppiays; to which he answered: ‘Il never 
employ any definite form of plot struc- 
ture in the writing of a play. In fact, 
I'm rather of the opinion that better 
results are achieved by allowing your 
story to move along the logic of life— 
which can scarcely be conditioned by too 
absolute a dramatic form.’’ / 

To follow the logic of life—as Mr, 
Kelly would have playrights do—is de- 
sirable but not so simpie, Life cannot 
be proved: like a geometrical theory, 
Similar incidents and situations in the 
lives of Jifferent people will lead to dif- 
ferent complications, and the results will 
be tragic or comic, depending upon the 
reactions of the individuais concerned, 
it is only the playwright with a vision 
and with a deep unuerstanding of hu- 
man weakness who can point to a mean- 
ing in life and explain away the pecu- 
liar traits that prompt a human being to 
do “the stupidest thingS out of the 
noblest motives.’’ The playwright. who 
bas vision and understanding needs no 
plans, no details, no formulas. He can- 
not err. That is why “The show-Off,”’ 
written without any adherence to dra- 
matic canons, is one of the best made 
plays.

A Rossini Revival at Verona’ 





HE Summer visitor in Burope was 

; given his fill: of festivals. From 

Salgburg in August, the corre- 
apondent’ of The London Timés left for 
Verona, where, after having survived the 
sight of Romeo's family palace convert- 
ed: into a wheelwright’s ‘shop, he was 
privileged to witness ‘‘a performance 
more astounding ‘and grandiose than 
could’ Have been ex ed even of Italy. 
Mozart and M’-Reinhardt faded into ‘in- 
significance. The elements themselves 
were harnessed to this production. 

“The opera was Rossini’s ‘Mosé’; the 
theatre the famous Arena. This enor- 
mous Roman amphitheatre, the most 
complete of its kind in the world, pre- 
sented an astonishing appearance. From 
the further .section of the vast arena a 
row of brilliant electric lamps, so .daz- 
zling as to fulfill the functions of a cur- 
tain, proclaimed the existence of a stage 
fifty yards in length. This was flanked 
by two’ towering white obelisks, against 
which cotld: vaguely be discerned two 
Jesser dark ones. An imménse chatter 
filled the night as the tiers and tiers of 
people loomed up to the black. roof of 
sky... To’ one side, high up above the 
whole, three. ruined arches, outlined 
faintly light: against thé firmament, 
stéod, symbol of the past. Reminder of 
the: present; a lively overture burst out, 
to-be drowned beneath the storm of 
hisses’ with which each member of the 
audience thought fit to admonish his 
neighbor to silence.. Then suddenly, 
amid the clash of cymbals, the row of 
electric lights reversed, beams. shoné 
from the smaller obelisks, and the twelve 
tribes of Israel; arrayed with all the 
‘picturesqtieness: of “a “missionary Calen- 
dar, were disclosed in a tremendous con- 
course against a jungle of luxuriant 
vegetation and a great mass of dver- 
hanging rocksi and boulders. 

“Irrelevant as the detail. may have 
|, been—for instance, two pompous Renais- 
sance equestrian statues prancing among 
the palms behind the obelisks—it -was an 
impressive spectacle by reason of its 
very size and the very sound emitted by 
this. colossal chorus. At length there 
came a pause—a roll of drums, a crash— 
and with a superb gesture Moses stepped 
out upon a promontory of rock. He was 
‘after Michael Angelo’:-A‘ tremendous 
figure of a man with a far-reaching bass 
voice; his hair twisted into horns; his 
beard flowing down in_ tke traditional 
ringlets of the famous statue, as though 
each strand were musclebound. Through- 
out, a- puller of power and strength, he 


dominated the performance, as he dom: 
mated the Israelites. 

“The chronology, of the opera is curi- 
ous. The first act is occupied with the 
giving of the. tables.. While Aaron 
struggled: with the.peodple in an acquies- 
cent tenor darkness fell upon thé stage, 
save for one spot illuminated by a prism 
of light. The orchestrg quickened, Light- 
ning flashed from the wings, to be an- 
swered by Summer lig tning, shot in 
violet streaks. across the sky. © The. Al- 
mighty, a baritone, spoke. Then with 
@ blare of trumpets the Prophet stood 
forth bearing the tables. The act ended 
with a tremendoug finale and the audi- 
ence shouted. for. ‘Moses «and shouted 
again. He-eventually reappeared with 
only his horns emerging from a.gargan- 
tuan laurel wreath. adorned with -fadlse 
berries and upheld by two black-shirted 
Fascisti. These: blandly ‘arrogated to 
themselves the thunders of applause that 
greeted the trio, 


“It lasted from 9 till 1. The Italians 
take their national composers very seri- 
ously. In the third act, unnerved by the 
stupendous bad taste with which modern 
imagination has invested the courts of 
ancient Egypt, the leading tenor missed 
his note—and: the populace burst into’ a 
fumult of loathing and disapprobation. 
The last scene, however, was superb. 
The lights reversed, disclosing, as at.the 
beginning, the people of Israel in a long 
and sombre line.” Behind them, instead 
of jungle growths, the Red Sea heaved 
and rolled in a manner ominously ‘un- 
calm, Léd by Moses, a figure scarcely 
human-in the growing twilight, the; 
tribes sang a protracted and mournful 
farewell sotig. Above, the Summer 
lightning flashed, accompanied now -by 
distant rumbles. of thunder. Then the 
inevitable followed... Pharaoh and his 
host were espied in pursuit. With a 
supreme gesture Moses turned upon the 
waters, harangued ‘them, hypnotized 
them, and slowly watched them. part. 
Soon only a diagonal stream of- heads 
‘was visible between the waves, As the 
last disappeared; Pharaoh sprang. to 
view, a ‘sinisfer silhouette perched high 
upon a rock, <A short recitative: of hate 
ensued. The thunder—natural, not or- 


chestral—drew nearer. Followed by’ his 
army he. rushed in the wake of the 
fugitives. Like doom the waters bore 
down upon them, closed and resumed 
their inexorable rolling punctuated for a 
minute by an’ occasional arm or spear 
waving in awful despair. The orchestra 
grew calmer. A great red sun appeared 
on an infinitely distant blaek cloth and 
spread the rays of hope over the waters.

Romantic 
works are given in rich profusion, .the 
classics sufficiently often, the moderns 
with moderate frequency, Through the 
orchestral concerts given at the Augus- 
tego, Rome, and, the lyric performances 
of.opera at La ‘Scala, the Italians can 
certainly claim to belong to the highest 
artistic. level in the world, We feel no 
false modesty -in saying this. Here aré 
two organizations; in [two different mu- 
sical centres, whose reputations and re- 
nown are unsurpassed. 

“The programs.of the Augusteo are 
varied. They habitually embrace the 
whole. music literature of Beethoven, 
Strauss, Debussy. On the other “hand, 
radical modern works seldom. get a hear- 
ing. In a city. like Rome itis very 
difficult to drive a public through a 
pronounced progressive program. < Still,

“It is not necessary here to enlarge 
on the performances at La Scala. They 
are specimen -performances., The. bal- 
ance between the orchestra and, artists, 
the mise en scéne and the: stage work 
are altogether out of the common, .

tling effects, Besides these chief cen- 
tres there-is a gratifying development 
in the remaining cells of the musical 
life of, Italy.

Bootblacks and news- 
boys may find caffarée in their tarn- 
ings, but the unemployed séatch the 
gutters instead. Who can tell when a 
fifcke) may dodge there? Even a penny 
is a Start toward an, evening of riding. 
When one has two or three of these he 
may obtain the rest in certain games of 
chance that city boys play in close knots 
in the corner of a fence or undér a bench 
in City Hall Park. 


In the evening the lucky ones start on 
the road to advenfure. Car-riding some- 
times seems to be a club enterprise, so 
ntimerous is the gang that embarks to- 
gether.

Seme Austrian Artists. 

T is teo easy to say that Kokoschka 

is.the predominating . influence. in 

Austria today. He isan indefatigable 
worker. ‘Everywhere one sees examples 
of his work, until one begins to believe 
that he must” be the power the many 
other Austrians have tapped, But the 
power and. the influence. that~ have 
affected artists (who of all men vibrate 
most sensitively to the living age) are 
far more likely to be contemporary 
thought and life, modified by a 
ality. 

Modern psychology was born ‘th 
Vienna, and no Austrian modern is able 
to escape its teaching, even though a 
philosophy. hinders rather than helps the 
natural unself-conscious growth of 
esthetic expression. The artist is forced 
to find physical means for saying in an 
artist's terms what the philosopher puts 
inta, scientific words. It is in this ability 
that Kokoschka outstrips all his col- 


of brilliant design, there is curlously 
little health in the work of this painter, 
Mystery is behind all ferm worth the 
name; & yerfume—an atmosphere, to use 
an overworked word. The. pleasure or 
discomfort one experiences in breathing 
this atmosphere.is a personal matter— 
of little esthetic importance, perhape: 
but worthy of note. 

Egon Schiele lacks the balgnced ‘ind 
and poise of primitive or. classic art 
and the joyousness that is ‘an insepa- 
table part of the primitive or. classic 
beauty. 


Simplicity and Bareque. 1 
EITHER in form nor in subject 
N does George Ehrlich work quite in 
the spirit of his time. The subject 
is gentle and sorrowful rather. than the 
héavy drama of his contemporaries. The 
search for a prototype is a fascinating 
adventure. Many of the present-day 
Austrian painters might be descendants 
of Rembrandt or of Griinewald, who 
had suffered a war. In Ehriich there. 
is no hint of war, though no doubt he 
suffered with his fellows. This is the 
quieter tempo of peace. 

His ancestors might have’ been Schon- 
gauer, saddened by Watteau—though, 
unlike. Watteau, Ehriich does not mask 
his nature behind a happy scene. He 





leagues—not because he is the most 
thoughtful philosopher, but because he fs 
the most sensitive artist. 

His extraordinary genius has discov- 
ered forms that with the least possible 
formality say most about that part of 
his subject that has no form. Sensitive- 
ness is, however, a characteristic of the 
Austrian—a supersensitiveness, not aito- 
gether healthy. The country has suf- 
fered too much. . 

Egon Schiele is another sufferer. Had 
he lived he might have grown out of the 
slough of youthful depression. He died 
in his 20s. German and Austrian mod- 
erns talk much about synthesis. They 
may synthesize, but they seldom simpli- 
fy or economize, which is the esthetic 
reason for synthesis, to express one ob- 
ject—tree, for instance, or chair, as van 
Gogh has done—in its simplest and most 
fundamental terms. 

Schiele approaches simplification. His 
portrait of an old man typifies and per- 
sonifies age in direct terms. Here is the 
slump. of age—weighted form, heavy 
rather than relaxed,.every line pushing 
down without hope of renewed activity. 
It is not as simply expressed as a 
Frenchman or an American would ex- 
press it, but simply for an Austrian. 

Perhaps the problem might be a less 
difficult one for an American, because 
the latter’s observation would tend to 
be less complete. Austrian erudition in- 
cludes a knowledge of hands. Kokoschka 
knows much about them. His sitters be- 
tray themselves to him through their 
hands. Egon Schiele’s old man is above 
all old; the hands are old before they 
become anything else. Still, in the knots 


Nand loose skin there is the suggestion, 


too, of thejr having been at one -time 
working hands. 

The owner of this picture mentioned a 
similarity to. Whistler in its physical 
arrangement—though it was unlikely, he 
said, that. Schiele had ever seen a 
Whistler. Austrian painting sometimes 
needs breathing space. Emotional in- 
tensitfes crowd the composition. Schiele 
may not have known Whistler and yet 
have been guided by the same Oriental 
forms that influenced the other artist. 

Schiele muves more vigorously than 
did Whistler—with more struggle, but 
less self-consciousness. He probably 
could not- have written an essay on 
esthetics. All his effort goes into paint- 
ing and drawing. He can do what he 
likes with the figure. In other words, 
he knows so much about both design 
and draftmanship that he controls both 
without making concessions to either, 





deliberately chooses the grotesque, the 
hunchback, the malformed; but he 
draws so delicately and so sensitively 
that the ugly becomes beautiful. He has 
chosen. etching as the most .sympathetic 
medium, and much of the delicacy is 
born of a fine sense of medium. 

Ehriich never crowds the composition, 
but places his forms with confidence 
and surety. The emphasis comes 
through a more complete handling here 
and there on the plate, the detailed 
drawing of a part of a hand is enough 
to characterize-and to give the neces- 
sary accent in the right place. He plays 
with the background. Trees, mountain 
peaks, seas, funny animals and strange 
figures come out of the background 
tone—or, properly speaking, make the 
tone. 

Anton Faistauer is thé most French 
of the modern groub—French in the sim- 
plicity of his forms within forms, that 
are more likely to follow the dictate of 
modern architecture than the agitated 
movement of the baroque of Vienna. 
When in his composition light touches 
objects it makes perpendicular and hori 
zontal forms with square corners. His 
subject also is French; it might be a 
subject of Manet‘’s choosing—the por- 
trait of a woman in a dress that sep- 
arates itself into articulate black and 
white, or interior with a figure sur- 
rounded by many colored fruits, flowers 
and bottles, all catching the light. 

Jungnickel, on the other hand, has 
made baroque form the ideal of his com- 
position; animals the foundation of his 
subject. Partly because of the form he 
has chosen and partly because of the 
time in which he is working, animals 
become more than themselves; embody 
human characteristics. 

The confusing complexities of Jung- 
nickel’s beasts! A cow with a sense of 
humor; a cow that has not lost its dig- 
nity but has lost its strength in the com- 
plicated curves of a baroque backbone. 
Or’‘a horse and rider, more nearly one 
than they have quite the right to: be, 
moving with a sense of futility at an 
unreasonable speed. 

The painter Anton Faistaur has writ- 
ten a book, “Neue Malerei in Ocester- 
reich,”’ published by Amalthea Verlag, 
Vienna. It deals with seven artists, of 
whom two have been mentioned in this 
notice, Kokoschka and Schiele. The 
book contains excellent reproductions. 
Many of them are drawings and etch- 
‘ings, suv that the step from originals is 
not so great as would be the case in 
reproducing originals in ofl and color. -

Before the 
war that book retailed at about 120 gold 
marks; today it cannot be-sold for less 
than 258 gold marks. This is true of 
the majority. of scientific works. 

‘“‘There has been dissatisfaction among 
subscribers because of the increased 
price of scientific periodicals. But as 
subscriptions have decreased about 60 
per cent., it has been impossible to con- 
tinue the old price. Many journals for- 
merly having a subscription list of 1,500 
Names now have only 250. Advertising 
has, of course, fallen off; and other 
causes as well have helped make in- 
crease in rates obligatory.”

‘eurred to me’that you, and perhaps®, 
some others in ‘similar position, could 
be of help to the general community 
smore than«most others with the .idea 
of reducing crime. ;I:,believe, and I 
think you will agree with me,’ that 
the \bold criminals cannot easily be 
frightened: by longer sentences or bad 
treatment in prisons: They take their 
chances, thinking they can escape de- 
tection, and if caught think they can. 
manage’ to eseape harsh treatment, 
even if the general rule should be bad 
‘treatment. They think that either by 
political influence or, otherwise. they 
can escape it, and anyway will. take 
chanees. 

The same about capital punishment, 
as you have so well explained in your 
book.. What is most effective, in my 
opinion, is quick and sure justice. °

it if they think there is little chance 
of their ind able to carry it through, 
Do you thi it is possible that you, 
and others who come in direct con- 
tact with many criminals, can help to 
induce some of the eriminal world: to 
keep away from crime?

In the application of punishment -n 
general the~great trouble with .our 
system has been that we have applied 


of crime disease. The only variation 
has. been in the: amount of medicine 
applied, and.even in that our meas- 
urement of the dose has Seen un- 
scientific and haphazard. Society has 
never fully realized that certainty and 
not séverity isthe most desirable ele- 
ment in any form of punishment. 

The penalty is not important if the 
criminal finds that he ‘‘can get away 
with it.””.-Whether or not he can ‘‘get 
away with it” is the only real deter- 
rent thought which enters, his. mini 
previous to the commission of the 
crime. This is‘true in the majority. of 
crimes of violence. The perpetrator 
does not. consider how much the pen- 
alty may. be, for two reasons, He 
well knows the large chance of -not 
being caught; and if he is caught 
the strong probability of. being able to 
make a bargain and plead to a crime 
of lesser degree. 

It is not the nature of the penalt 
which deters,, but- the certainty with 
which a penalty of some sort will be 
applied. ;I make this assertion from 
an experience of many years, and I 
believe it’is supported by all writers 
and students of crime. Until we un- 
derstand this and thoroughly appre- 
ciate its significance we cannot rightly 
appraise this problem. 

The Warden must see that society 
is 5 -protertey by keeping the man con- 
fined in the institution, but at the 
same time he must present to the in- 
dividual an opportunity. for the cre- 
ation and development of initiative— ‘ 
the man> must, if. possible, be xept 
from becoming institutionalized. Of 
what possible economic advantage is 
it to detain the man for one year, for 
five years, for ten years and then 
turn him out with the mark of the in- 
stitution stamped indelibly. upon his 
habits and character? 

This development’ must ‘be accom- 
plished with very little opportunity 
for inspirational leadership. It is not 
to be expected that the great majority 
of prisoners. will have any real affec- 
tion for the Warden. To: them’ he 
must present primarily the aspect of 
a jailer. You will never see a’ pris- 
oner tearing petals from a flower from 
the beds in the, prison yard saying— 
‘He loves me, he loves me not.”’ 

No doubt there will always exist dif- 
ferences of opinion akout the methods 
of treating men in prisons—whether 
severe’ repressive. regulations and 
harsh discipline in an atmosphere that 
is unhealthy, both physically and men- 
tally, are more effective as measures 
of punishment than mere humane dis- 
cipline in a healthy atmosphere, with 
living conditions as normal as circum- 
stances will permit. 

At various times there has been a 
good deal of discussion in the. press 
about the, so-called ‘‘coddling’’’ of 
prigoners. , Many well meaning but 
misinformed individuals have mis- 
taken rational and carefully planned 
rehabilitation work for what they un- 
thinkingly took to be a system built 
on sentiment. Many still profess ‘to 
believe that a reversion to the silent 
system, that confinement in unhealthy 
surroundings, without the aleviation 
of-amusement or recreation, will prop- 
erly fit a man to take his place in life. 
They expect the man compelied to live 
uhder depressing conditions month 
after month and year after year to

It now looks as if this choice will go to 
the Rev. Dr. Ernest M. Stires, retiring 
rector of St. Thomas’s Church, this city, 
and . Coadjutor . Bishop-elect of . the 
Diocese of Long Island. Dr. Stires’s 
friends—and they are found in all parts 
of the country—argue that this would 
be a fitting way.to crown his quarter. 
of a century at St. Thomas’s, perhaps 
the largest, most benevolent and, most 
influential self-supporting parish in the 
United States. Dr. Stires will be con- 
secrated as Bishop in St. Thomas's.in. 
November. 

Another name mentioned is that of the 
Rev. Dr. George Craig Stewart,. rector 
at Evanston, Ill. The Presidency of the 
House of Deputies is yaeant because, 
since the Portland convention, the Rev.

First Southern Meeting.

President Gives Her a Charter. 


That she did not depend too muth on 
this camouflage for protection, however, 
is shown by a letter of patent that 
has been preserved. . This letter was 
issued to the vessel in July, 1878, by 
President Rutherford B, Hayes, for the 
purpose of showing that the Charles W° 
Morgan was a. neutral vessél. The ‘let- 
ter was. printed in -French, Spanish, | 
English and ° Dutch, In language 
grandiloquent it begins: 

“Most Serene, Serene, Most. Puissant, 
Puissant, High, Illustrious, Noble, Hon- 
orable, Venerable, Wise, and - Prudent 
Lords, Emperorsa,. Kings, Republics, 
Princes, Dukes,’ Earls, Barons, Lords, 
Burgomasters, Schepens, Counsellors, as

‘pends on a reasonable’ certainty of peace. 
© Reduced to its simplest terms, the 
Quintuple Pact would guarantee the 
Rhineland from aggression by Germany 
on the one hand and France on the other. 
‘The treaty would he signed by Germany 
and France themselves and counter- 
signed by Britain, Italy and Belgium. 
‘It has been suggested that Poland and 
Czechoslovakia ‘also might be invited to 
adhere to the pledge. France, especially, 
would welcome these additional signa- 
“tures. As far as possible, it has always 
been her desire to treat the eastern and 
western frontiers of Germany as one 
problem; while Britain insists on re- 
garding the western frontier as a dis- 
tinct affair, to be treated by itself. 

In the promotion of the pact the 
United States has played a leading part. 
The guarantee has been approved in 
‘principle by President’ Coolidge. Am- 
-bassador Houghton, significantly trans- 
ferred from Berlin to London, where he 
gucceeded Colonel Harvey, has ‘been 


acarcely less prominent in the. discus- 
sions than have been Foreign Ministers 


Chamberlain and Briand themselves. It

Foreign: Minister Stresemann has 
contented himself, up to the present, 
with a general declaration: that Ger- 
many cannot-be debarred for all future 
time from participation in the task of 
developing the less advanced ‘areas on 
this planet. Unless: he emphasizes this 
pronouncement, we may assume that 
what Germany seeks today is no more 
than a settlement in .Europe. At the 
same time, the German Nationalists 
certainly have their eye‘ on the colonies 
of Togoland and the Camegpons, which 
are under direct British rule and do 
not involve the Dominions. 

Over her obligations and -liabilities as 
a member of the"League Germany ex- 
presses misgivings. Her case is that 
she is’ today disarmed. Her alleged 
evasion of the Treaty of Versailles has 

proved to be, in .this.respect, substan- 
tially a myth. Yet she is surrounded by 
conscript .nations,.equipped: to the teeth 
for instant war. France, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia—States which control 
Germany’s Dastern and Western fron- 
tiers—are united by a military alliance 
directed not against Germany alone, but 
also against Russia. Between Russia 
and Rumania there is, moreover, a per- 
petual difference over Bessarabia, which, 
eontrary to the advice of President Wil- 
son, Rumania insists on holding as her 
own province.

Whereas most of the rum ships used to 
come within fifteen or twenty miles of 
the shore, they now stay from seventy- 
five to 100 miles out. Only rarely does 
one in the North Atlantic area get 
within the Coast Guard's jurisdiction. 
Under the new treaties, the guard can 
seize a rum ship only when within a 
day’s run of the shore. The courts, so 
far, have differed widely as to what this 
fs in terms of miles.

Available information from abroad 
throws no certain Hght upon the effect 
of the Government’s recent pursuit of 
the rum runners, Some statistics in- 
dicate a decline; others indicate no im- 
portant change.

is from fifty to 100 miles from the coast. 
It is in this area that the chief strategy 
is employed by both sides, and where 
the biggest achievements claimed by the 
Government's forces have been scored.

This 
is done through general information 
published aa to sailings, and more par- 
ticularly through the work of intelli- 
gence agents stationed at ports from 
which rum runners most commonly de- 
sart with contraband cargoes. The sail- 
ings are reported to the Coast Guard 
vessels taking part in the patrol. As 
each suspected ship enters the area of 
contact with inshore boats, it is ‘“‘picked 
up”. and kept under watch until it 
leaves, sometimes until it returns to the 
home port. 

Various Types of Ships Used. 


The burden of the first-line patrol is 
on the old naval destroyers taken over 
by the Coast Guard. There are twenty 
of them, but only an average of six can 
be kept at sea at a time because they 
are old and so constructed ag to be un- 
suitable for such service. 

The destroyers are supplemented by 
revenue cutters and fast motor launches

HILE the nation has looked 
on, hoping each hour for some 
heartening report, men work- 
ing in a world of cold, silence 
and blackness have demon- 


to. the diver. Of all the enterprises 
known to an adventurous race none re- 
quires stouter heart or higher courage. 
When a man drops over the side in his 
balloon suit, peering strangely forth 
through goggles, he goes down into a 
Tealm of the unknown. E’very ordinary 
conception of danger is laid aside and 
perils that might confound the bravest 
are lightly taken. 

What the sea receives it gives back 
with reluctance. But science, joining 
hands with courage, has made possible 
deep-sea undertakings that stir the 
mind, A modern diver descends with his 
electric torch. A telephone tube con- 
nects him with the ship above. He can 
see a distance of thirty feet around him, 
and presents an eerie spectacle—his tiny 
torch gleaming like a match lighting 
the universe. But even this faint radi- 
ance makes visible the black depths. 


Often a diver has accurate knowledge 
of the hulk. he must explore. Every 
man that grappled with the 8-51 off 
Block Island had been rehearsed for his 
work upon a companion craft. He knew 
the position of each hatch, doorway and 
ladder. Still, the elusive sea, a great 
and ominous power, has baffled man 
and science for days. In white-capped 
seas and half gales the divers have 
steadily kept to their miasion, going far 
‘beyond the usual bounds of caution. 


The Peril of Cold. 


The 8-51 went down in 127 feet of 
water whose temperature at the bottom 


= 


\ the soles of his shoes are heavily leaded. 


He can scarcely move before going 
down, but once in the water his tonnage 
ceases to be inconvenient. In all cases 
he must weigh a little more than the 
water he displaces in order to go down 
and stay submerged. 


The divers off Block Island have 
worked in pairs, staying below water 
from forty-five minutes to an hour. 
They descend rapidly and work with all 
the energy that a man can bring to bear 
under such difficulties. Contrary to a 
general impression among laymen, the 
divers: have no difficulty in breathing, 
perhaps less than would be experienced 
in a tightly closed room. A valve in 
the helmet permits a man submerged to 
regulate the flow of air from above. In 
a playful mood divers working at short 
depths of thirty or forty feet sometimes 
inflate their suits to a point where the 
displacement of water is overcome, and 
thus shoot upward as a balloon rises in 
the air. 


Problems of Ascent. 


But these are pleasant tricks for 
pleasant days. Usually the task of the 
diver is stern and arduous. He may 
submerge quickly, but coming to the sur- 
face again from great depths is a seri- 
ous matter. Experiment and scientific 
computation have served to create a 
scale of time necessary for this return 
to the surface. In the case of a man 
submerged from fifty-four to sixty feet 
he must resist a pressure of twenty-four 
pounds to the square inch, as against 
zero at the surface. Unless sufficiently 
weighted to overcome this pressure he 
would bob upward like a cork. The 
buoyancy of water also makes it possi- 
ble for him to walk about and wield 
tools, such as hammers,' saws and 
knives. 


After working an hour -in this depth a

Only men of the strongest physique are 
acceptable. This is a man’s game where 
the strong heart wins. A strong hand 
is needed as well, and the kind of cour- 
age that can face 127 feet of cold water 
off Block Island while groping about a 
hulk in search of men—living or dead. 
But the vocation of the diver has, like 
every other trade, its exceptions. When 
he goes down into great depths, beyond 
150 feet, the- rule of procedure as re- 
gards bringing him up changes, Then 
he is hoisted straight to the surface and 
hustled into a decompression chamber 
aboard ship, where a doctor and a nurse 
keep ‘watch, In this chamber the air 
pressure is identical with that of the 
water from which the diver has risen. 
It is reduced by slow degrees, ranging 
from two hours upward, unti] the diver 
returns to the normal zero. 


Deep-sea work below 150 feet calls 


for the highest degree of courage. A 
typical example of such an undertak- 


Sturgeon Bay, Wis., where the freight- 
er Lakeland sank in 206 feet of water. 
Her owners ‘applied for $350,000 insur- 
ance, but divers were called upon to 
establish the truth of charges that open 
sea cocks had caused the Lakeland’s 
loss. 

Never before in the history of Great 
Lakes: diving operations had men de- 
scended to such a depth. They. went 


four times the strength of an ordinary 
locomotive. headlight.

It is Hot my purpose to moralise about 
high Ideals and the duty which a people 
owes to God and to humanity, It may 
be that we have reached a state of civil- 
ization in which every man will love 
his’ nelghbor’s wife as well as he loves 
his own, but I doubt it, and I am not 
sure it would contribute to the good 
order of society ff he did. 

International law, like every other 
law, is a huge joke unless there is a 
moral sénse of responsibility back of it 
which will induce those who have the 
decision of it to enforce it by armies, if 
necessary. In my humble opinion Preal- 
dent Wilson was right when he said 
that Article X was the heart of the 
covenant, Great lover of humanity and 
protagonist of peace that he was, he 
was not deceived about the human heart 
nor the ambitions of men, and he be- 
Heved that the time had not. yet come 
when a law without the power to en- 
force it would amount to very much un- 
der stress’ of circumstances. We had 
had so-called international law and we 
had had even treaties and conventions 
defining them. Particularly had we had 
those with reference to neutrality and 
what is known as contraband, 

The British Government had pledged 
itself to remove only from vessels on 
the high seas contraband of war, and 


not then if it were consigned to a neu- 
tral port. Contraband of war, up to 
that time, had meant arms, munitions 
and supplies for the fighting . forces. 
Yet as the great war in Burope went 
on this solemn covenant of Great Brit- 
ain wae violated, and, stickler for law 
that I am, I think was juatly violated. 
For times change, and what constitutes 
contraband of war at one time may not 
at another. Thies last great war made 
practically everything a part of the 
fighting forces. The German General 
Staff was right when it déclared that 
there were no non-combatants in war; 
everybody now was in the war.

Self-preservation rises higher than 
t¥eaties, conventions and contracts: And 


the British Government did riot hesitate’) 


to take our vessels upon the high seas, 
carry them to the ports of England, con- 
fiscate their, cargoes and fh dus ‘season 
pay the owners what they were Worth. 
And this was done by what I Conceive to 
be the law of necessity.

Chaos After 20 Years. 


So Walnut Street and Greenwich were 
built and put to work. For a few years 
their effect was salutary.

Pehal students came flocking 
from. the ends of the earth to study .our 
prison houses and: disciplinary methods. 
Penal reformers were jubilant, and the 
advocates of. severity, who existed then 
as now, were confused and in’ retreat. 


But not far long. The American parent 


prisons were goon overcrowded. Their 
first. idealistic officials were displaced 
by politicians and -spoilsmen. Before 
twenty years were spun out the prisons 
were in chaos, and there was a loud. and 
insistent outery for-the return to first 
principles—hanging and: corporal inflic- 
tions, to be sure, 

Yet no one must suppose. that the in- 
flictions for offenses in those. first pris- 
ons were mild, In,New York, for in- 
stance,. only murder and treason re- 
mained on the’c&pital Mist, but the twelve 
other offenses formerly punishable by 
death; which Included robbery, grand 
larceny, mayhem, rape and arson, were 
to be punished by life imprisonment. 

Fourteen years’was the maxifnum and 
usual infliction for all. crimes above: the 


or solitary confinement, or both. 
Apparently, however, men were no 
more deterred from flagrant ways then 
than now. They soon so overcrowded 
Walnut: Street and Greenwich that the 
States had to look about for ways of 
taking care of convicts. The reaction- 
aries, as already said, wanted the fool- 
ish prison experiment abandoned and} 
corporal punishments restored—and they. 
came very near having their’ way. In 
the end, however, a somewhat scabby 
compromise was effected. It resulted in 
the building of new prisons—Auburn and 
Sing Sing in New York, and the West- 
ern and Eastern penitentiaries in Penn- 


. sylvania. 


The Immorality Problem. 


One.-of. the chief troubles with -the 
early prisons—a problem that still causes 
much embarrassment—had to do with the 
matter of segregation. Walnut Street 
and Greenwich had only a few single 
cells, where men were locked away in 
solitude ag special punishment, Other- 
‘wise the convicts were herded into large 
rooms or cages containing from eight to 
thirty. 

Naturally there was deep. immorality; 
and the hardened old: offenders contam*- 
thated the -youngsters—some, of them 
boys of 12. years and even younger. The 
States weré seized with moral indigna- 
tion. It wag the general opinion that 
the new prisons: should be 6o constructed 
as to give each convict, private quarters.

The Auburn plan was to provide a

but a discipline-of. perpetual silence was 
imposed on them. In the Pennsylvania 
prisons, on the other hand, the method 
of. perpetual. solitary. confinement was 
adopted. Cells were built larger, so that 
men could work in them‘ and.turn out 
@ certain amount of products, which the 
State might market. and so partly de- 
fray the cost of. prisons. 

Tt, needs to be said that the, kihark 
Bystem, partly. because it made.prison 
construction much cheaper and. prison 
labor much moré profitable, was the one 
generally adopted in the United States 
and it is the modernized Auburn sys- |. 
tem which is now in use dn: nearly all 
parts of the country. The solitary con- 
finement or Pennsylvania system found 
much favor in Europe, but in this coun- 
try it was imitated only in New Jersey, 
and it. has since been abandoned. every- 
where, even in. Pennsylvania. 

Both these systems were - designed 
partly to prevent the contaminating of 
young or inexperienced convicts by hard-, 

ened rascals. The main idea; however, 
was to effect reformation “and ‘deter- 
rence by means of severe méthods. At 
Auburn the most cruel. beatings ‘and 
other forms of punishment were inflict- 
ed for the slightest infraction of ‘the 
rule 6f silence. In the’Pennsylvania pris- 
ons similar punishments were not lack- 
ing, but the worst cruelty of all was 
the: solitary. confinement itself,

Fordite-is a product of all. of these 


of wood, Wood of the kind used for 
wheels is an expensive commodity, Ex- 
periments were made with straps of 
rubber. To these were added straw. and 
rope and various other things ordifiarily 
considered rubbish. In time the product 
known as Fordite was evolved—a perfoct 
substitute: for wood, as strong and as 
lasting. Its manufacture’ has become 
one of the minor industries of the Ford 
organization. 

Quantities of old rope, bags and bur- 
lap find their way into the Ford shops. 
Some of the rope, as has been explained, 
enters into the making of «@ steering 
wheel. Yet there is -a limit’ to the 
amount that can thus bo used. What 
happens to the rest? When you lean 
back agaifst a Ford cushion, you are 
probably resting on some. of it.

Be Ol Wasted, 

Oil salvaging represents one of the big 
savings in the Ford plant, and it will 
serve as an example of this sterilizing 
process, Oil is required in cutting steel 
parts. When the men are working on 
such operations, the. chips and borings 
and trimmings of metal are soaked with 
oll, Not only are these metal scraps 
Valuable, but also the oil. The olled 
chips or borings are passed through a 
machine which separates metal from 
liquid. The metal is collected and sent 
on to be remelted in, the steel furnaces, 
while the oll is tr erred to separating 
mechines. 

if you've ever se2n a cream separator 
on a farm, you'll have an idea how these 
machines work. The ail is pumped into 


‘the separating vats and kept boiling. 


Out of-ene faucet of.the separator comes 
the clean oil; out of the other the dirt 
and water which the oil had acquired.

The life history of a tool 
in a Ford plant would make brisk 
reading. Take 4 drill, for instance, 
originally bought for 81.60. It comes 
fmito the Ford ‘factory and is put on 
a job. In time an inch: and a half-of 
it is worn away. It becomes useless 
for that particular task andis sent to 
‘tHe salvage department, where recond!- 
tioning makes it fit for a job that 
nesda a shorter drill: When no longer 
.up, to the second job the drill Passes 
‘oh toa third job, to a féurth> Bach 
time it is ground down to the next size. 
When at length it becomes too short 
‘to be of any use as a‘ drill its turned 
{nto an end mill or a counter bore. 

‘““There-isn’t a tool out’of which you 
can’t make half a dozen other tools,” 
said the salvage man. 

Most tools in thé Ford faétory ' go 
through various reincarnations before 
they aré—thrown away? Hardly. ‘When 
the tool comes back for its last visit to 
the salvage department, shrunken and 
changed until it can't recognize itself, 
{ts steel is tested’ for make-up. As a 
rule an instrument.of this sort ts com- 
posed of two kinds of stcel, the shank 
of carbon steel, the working end of 
high-speed steel. A man runs the tool 
against a wheel; the carbon gives. one 
kind of spark, the high-steel another. 
Where the two divide, a mark is made. 
There the tool is cut in two. Bach por- 
tion is sent to its own. mélting furnace, 
from which it comes as new steel, to 
start life all over again in an instru- 
ment, a machine part, or a tractor.

Thus the ship-scrapping will not be in 
the nature of @ novelty. 

“We can salvage anything from a mop 
pail to a factory or a.ship,’’ it waa 
observed. ‘‘All. good. material goes to 
stock, where it can be called on for use 
in the shops. All material that can be 
repaired and reclaimed is fixed up and 
becomes part of good stock. The rest is 
sorted and finds its way into furnaces 
te be turn into Ford parts. That's what 
will probably happen to the 200 ships. 
The engines and boilérs will be. taken 
out, and all good machine parts will be 
reclaimed. Some of the steel is exactly 
the’ kind we use in manufacturing trac- 
tors. Where possible, we will stamp out 
parts. The. reat will be used for steel 
scrap, to be melted down.” 

In one-part of. the plant are the holds 
or bine where the scrap material ie kept. 
Hére:huge carloads of heavy scrap are 
sent to. be sorted. One .bin: contains 
heavy pieces of one kind of steel; « 
second, smaller pieces of the same kind; 
a third, still smaller. Another bin con- 
tains scraps-of a different kind of-steel. 
In one compartment scraps of iron are 
kept, scraps of brass in another, Alloys 
of various sorts ‘are likewise segregated, 
All ‘is carefully and methodically~ar- 
ranged so that. when a hungry furnace 
asks for a certain. type of metal its meal 
is ready fop/it. 


Uses in Wood, Tod. 


Salvaging of metal includes innumer- 
able tasks. Thin cuttings and strips of 
metal are sorted and baled by a special 
machine which packs them into. 100- 
pound cubes ready for the furnace. 
Borings and chips of metal are shipped 
in containers, Floor sweepings are 
cleaned and metal dust is rescued, A 
book might be written on the ingenuity 
displayed in the task of letting nothing 
go to waste. 

Near the metal salvage bins is the 
wood department. ‘If you think ‘the 
wooden box in which you get’ a machine 
part for your furnace is not worth any- 
thing, go out to the Ford plant and see 
what is done with the old boxes there. 
At the same time you will see what is 
done. for men who thought they: them-

All boxes and barrels and crates that 
come to the Ford factory are sent to the 
wood salvage division, Here they are 
torn apart; nails-are removed and the 
wood is sorted. The pieces of wood are 
placed on belt conveyers and sent into 
the .covered yard of the wood salvage 
department,’ where they. are planed, 
sawed and cut’into uniform proportions. 
From 7,000 to 9,000, boxes of various 
sizes are made here every day for use 
in the shipping of Ford parts. The con- 
tainers have been standardized to sev- 
enty-five sizes. 
the. lumber yards. When a call comes 
from a factory it is immediately met 
by the wood salvage department, - 

Even Sawdust:Ie Saved, 

The lumber, mill ts of the most mod- 
ern type and displays the same cf- 
ficiency in spacing and placing as ap- 
pears.in all of the Ford operations. A 
guction. system takes care of the saw- 
dust. Phe dust is used in some of the 
shops where an abundance of oil makes 
the floors slippery, And you may be 
sure every drop-of ofl is takén out of it 
before the sawdyst is eventually 
burned! All of the sawdust not other- 
wise used in the plant is burned in the 
turnace for heat units, or is sold;

VERDUN. 
F the thousands of war memorials 
which stand in the village squares 
and upon the ‘roadsides of Wu- 
rope, the most impressive is ris- 
ing along the top of a ridge 
about eight miles north and a little east 
of Verdun. -It ia eventually to contain 
withineitself and in the terraced ceme- 
tery beneath it the bones of 800,000 
French ‘soldiers who dief itt the Verdun 
area and whose remains, according to 
French army records, cannot be iden- 
tified. It is'to consist of a long vaulted 
cloister with a central towér, ‘at the top 
of which « light is to burn perpetually., 
To Frenchman it id to be a memorial 
to the defenders of Verdun, but to the 
rest of the world it’ will, incidentally, 
symbolize that epitome‘of the war which 
is contained in Verdyn’s name.

An Amateur of Science. 


It is an, amateur of science who has 
focused recent attention on the subject. 
The remarkable discoveries in the study 
of cancer announced in England a few 
weeks ago could not have been made 
without the aid of certain improvements 
in the use of the microscope. 
were the work of J. E. Barnard, hailed 
as the foremost microscopist, who alone 
kriows the technique he has. perfected. 
In the course of many years high hon- 
ors have come to J. E. Barnard., But 
they have all come in the afternoon, 
for. in the morning he is a hatter, di- 
recting his business in London.

There was the massacre at Hancock 
Bridge, in which the picket on. guard 
Was murdered. This act was in revenge 
for the humiliation -which the British 
‘officer In command felt had been put 
upon his trained troop of regulars by 
their repulse at Quinton Bridge by an 
inferior force. The attacking party con- 
sisted mostly of “refugees’’the name 
Biven to Tories, who, though neighbors. 
friends and relatives of the Americans. 
were British in sympathy, and hastened 
to join the ranks_of the enemy as soon 
as they took pos@tesion of the town, 
We are told by a local historian that 
these refugees were put under the com- 
mand of British officers. In order that 
they might be known from the “foreign” 
troops, whose uniforms were red, they 
were dressed in an entirely different 
uniform—green faced with white and 
cocked hats with -broad white bands 
around them. Thus it was easy for the 
people of the town to recognize in the 
attacking party their former friends. 
and to the horrors of war was added 
the tragedy of civil war.

‘A-teature of Salem's anniversary Céle- 
bration will be the marking of the Old 


Oak, a survival of the original forest. 
which has stood sentinel above the 
Friends’ Burial Ground sincé 1676. This 
old tree, the pride and glory of Salem 
County, spreads its miglity branches 
over one-quarter of an acre, and stands 
eighty-eight feet high. Beneath its shade 
sleep the generations of Quakers who 
lived within the protection of its patri- 
archal arms. 

On the lot of this old burying ground 
was erected the first Friends’ meeting 
house in 1700. Religious services had 
been held in the homes of the colonists! 
By 1772 this structure had become in- 
adequate for the increased population 
and the congregation purchased a lot of 
land on Fenwicke Street and erected the’ 
present commodious and extensive brick 
building.

If one wonders at the \ pres- 
ervation of the old. brick houses of 
Salem, yiany dating from 1730 or there- 
about, it is enlightening to know of 
the law pessed in 1688 regulating the 
size and manufacture of bricks. The 
brick eto be tmiade had to be two and 
thr warter inches thick, four and 
a half“inches broad, and nine and s 
half inches“ in length, and well and 
“merchantably” burnt. They were 
viewed and appraised by two persons 
suthorized by the Court, and any faulty 
bricks found were to broken, and the 


imeKers. of .them fined.

Not only were bricks made according 
to law, but drinks also were mixed and 
charged for according to legislative en- 
actment. In 1729 it was ‘‘yuled and or- 
dered by the Court that each public 
house keeper within this county take for 
their several measures of liquors here- 
after named as followeth, and no more, 
viz: for éach nib of punch, made with 
double refined sugar and one gill and 
half of rum, nine pence; for each nib 
made with single refined sugar and one 
gill and half of rum, eight pence; for 
each nib made with Muscovado sugar and 
one gill and half of rum, seven pence; for 
each quart of tiff made with half a pint 
of rum {in the same, nine pence; for each 
pint of wine, one shilling; for each quart 
of strong beer, four pence,"’ and so on. 
Even the price for ‘‘eatables for men— 
for’ a hot dinner’’—was fixed at eight 
pence, and the feed for a horse was 
regulated. 

Whipping and the ete: were favor- 
ite modes of punishment, and justice was 
The man. who 
rustled. his neighbor’s horge from the 





common feedfhg ground received as 
many lashes on his bare back as the 
one who had stolen merely a bag of 
meal. No favoritism was shown. 

Maligning one’s neighbor was good 
grounds for a damage suit. A fecord 
of Sept. 20, 1689, reads: ‘John Shaw; 
plaintifft, Caleb Carman, defendant, both 
Called, the Court admits George Noble 
to be ‘a@ttorney for defendant—pleed not 
guilty of any defamation. George No- 
ble, having attested, saith that Caleb 
Carman told him that his wife told the 
said Caleb that John Shaw’s wife: told 
her that Mrs. Shaw took the piece of 
eight out of her husband’s shoe, and 
that was the reason made her so confl- 
dent that Exekiel: Hidridge’s piece of 
eight was not the piece of eight. Creasy 
saith that John Shaw's wife told her that 
she found the piece of eight in her hus- 
band’s shoe, and cérried it to her hus- 
Band and bid him be quiet. Humphrey 
Hughes saith he heard John Shew’s wife 
say that the piece of eight her husband 
challenged, was not the piece of eight 
he lost.’’ 


Bighteenth century Judges and jury- 
men were impervious to feminine charm,

Fairs were established by law during 
those early dayB, and were held in 
Salem in May and October. These fairs 
seemed to be trade-boosting .events as 
well as pleasurable occasions. As in- 
ducement to out-of-town visitors all per- 
sons were to be free from arrest during 
the fairs, and for two days before and 
two days afterward. 

Salem, from ‘its favorable situation at 


the mouth of the Delaware River, early 
‘became @ port of entry for foreign trade. 
From the year 1682, when a customs of- 
ficer was appointed to collect the shilling 
exacted from all vessels of a hundred 
tons or leat entering the port, to the out- 
break of the Revolutionary War, Salem 
wes an important trading point. Many 
merchants established ‘theniselves in 
Salem, and with a partner in Boston, 
New York or the West Indies carried 
on a« thriving business in deerskins and 
peltry of every kind, of which the woods, 
swamps and marshes afforded an 
aburidance, besides cedar posts, shingles | - 
rand bolts, staves, wheat, corn, beef, 
pork and tallow. The last officer of the 
customs was one John Hatton, who, 
our histortan tells us, ‘‘assumed all the 
consequence of a petty tyrant.” Whether 
on account of the disagreeableness: of 
his Majesty's officer or because of the 
exigencies of war, the collection of cus- 
toms, waa discontinued after 1776. | .

-In Saldm County was located one of 
the earliest and most important glass 
factories im America. The Wistarburg 
glass, dear to the heart of the collector, 
took its name from the founder, Casper 
Wistar, who came from Germany to 
Philadelphia in 1717 and became success- 
ful in the manufacture of brass but- 
tons in that city. In 12725 he married 
a Quakeress and joined the Society of 
Friends. Discovering a deposit of fine 
sand in Salem County, he secured finan- 
clal backing and started his first glass 


factory. about 1738. 


At first he produced only window 
glass, crude bottles and lamps. But in 
1748 the factory was enlarged and fine 
decorative glass was produced. The 
first flint glass to be made in America 
was manufactured at the Wistarburg 
factory, although itt has heen erro- 
neously attributed to Baron” Stiegel’s 
factory at Mannheim, Pa. 


So great a reputation did the glass 


term Wistarburg has come to be ap- 
plied to all ornamental and colored glass 
made in Southern New Jersey at this 
period, although a number of other fac- 


torles were flourishing about ‘the same 
time.

tellectual Cooperation to Be Fostered by an Institute 
Staffed by Noted Men From Many Countries— 
American Committee to Assist in the Work

HAVE just had the interesting ex- 
perience of taking part in a number 
of meetings at Genewa oi the 
League of Nations’ Committee on 
International Intellectual Coopera- 

fion, and the experience has made a 
strong impression on me. This impres- 
gion Was not made by any special elab- 
@rateness or even convenience of the 
fTooms in which the committee and its 
subcommittees sat, for the converted old 
hotel, makeshift headquarters of the 
Secretariat of the League, offers little 


one may be meeting in ‘‘room and bath”’ 
instead of just ‘‘room.”’ 

No, the impression came from the 
character and manner of the men—and 
the women—taking part in the meet- 
ings. It came particularly from the, 
marked international friendliness uni- 
formly shown by them. Certainly a first 
Tequisite for international intellectual 
cooperation must be international .cour- 
tesy and friendliness. And in our com- 
mittee the German Einstein (he of the 
theory) was treated in quite as friendly 
@ way by the Frenchman Luchaire and. 
the Englishman Gilbert Murray and the 
Belgian Destree and the Pole Halecki 
@s these eminent’ intellectuals treated 
ne another. 

The impression came also from the 
eagerness and earnestness of the com- 
mittee members, as well as from the 
Tecognition .by these ‘‘idealists’’ that in 
this wide and rather vaguely defined 
field of endeavor eminerttly tangible and 
practical things to do must have first 
consideration. ‘‘Le point de vue pra- 
tique’’—that was the most repeated 
phrase in all the days’ discussions. 

Spirit of the League. 

In the minds of most of us the League 
ef Nations is primarily associated with 
an effort to have international disputes 
settled by pacific rather than by bel- 


q 


which it takes active measyres, namely, 
those concerned with international po- 
litical happenings that might lead to 
war, there: are numerous other impor- 
tant matters, non-political in character, 
which engage the League's serious at- 
tention and in connection with which the 
United States plays a serious r6le. 

That is, while we will have nothing 
to. do—or. as little as possible—with the 
central part of the League, we hang 
on to its fringes. We associate our 
selves, positively and actively, with 
things that the League is doing in such 
metters of international interest and: im- 
portance as health, traffic in arms, 
traffic in narcotics, traffic in women, 
protection of children, industrial hy- 
giene, transit and transportation and 
several others... Among these others is 
the matter of international intellectual 
cooperation. 

The Intellectuals. 


; That the League Committee on Inter- 
national Intellectual Cooperation may 
fairly assume a competence to judge of 
what is ‘‘intellectual’’ and what should 
fall within its sphere of particular con- 
sideration may: be admitted when the 
roster of the members of the committee 
and its subcommittees is examined. On 
this roster are such authoritative and 
widely known names as Einstein, Berg- 
son, Mme. Curje, Gilbert Murray, Io- 
rentz, Destree, Ruffini, Hale, Millikan, 
and others notable in science and the hu- 
manities. While almost all the commit- 
tee members hold university chairs, it is 
equally true that almost all of them 
have revealed interests and activities in 
matters of the intellectual life lying far 
outside the interest and work of their 
particular chairs. They are academi- 
cians who are not limited to the aca- 
demic matter or manner. 

Most of the opportunities and problems 
of international intellectual cooperation 
which have s6 far received the attention 
of the committee havé to do with the 


increase and betterment of higher educa- 


tion and the advancement of research. 
The committee .cannot—nor can the 
League—well establish new universities 
or research institutes. Nor is that the 


special need of the moment. The various 
nations and peoples should and can, 


separately, look after that. 

The time may come when international 
universities, as such, may be useful. 
But first much can be done in the way

ligerent measures, by conciliation, arbi- 
tration and law rather than by war. 
And primarily that is what the League 
fs for. 

Admittedly this is a good thing for 
@nybody to be for, but, for various 
reasons, some of them popularly known 
and others less familiar, we of the 
United States do not belong to thé 
League. But that is not to say that we 
@o not take any part in the League’s 
activities. For we do. 

While we avoid as poisonous any par- 
@icipation in those presumably most im- 
portant matters of which the League 


takes cognizance and in relation to 
— 


of bringing about more active cooper- 
ative relations among the existing uni- 
versities, research institutes and schol- 
arly academies of the various countries. 
Authentic and full information concern- 
ing each other’s activities, better oppor- 
tunities and arrangements for the trans- 
fer of students from one to another, as 
also for the temporary exchange of pro- 
fessors and investigators, are highly de- 
sirable. The committee is in position to 
help much in this way, and is taking 
active measures to render this heip. 

The committee cannot—or can only to 
a limited extent—immediately support 
research projects. But it can aid ma- 





terially in pointing the way to the set- 
ting .up of needed international under- 
takings of research and it can actually 
initiate such. undertakings. It can also 
give a large and positive assistance in 
helping to gevelop and increase the 
needed ‘‘apparatus’’ of research, Such 
an acutely needed thing, for example, 
as the amalgamation or centralization 
and standardizaticn of the numerous 
and differing bibliographic enterprises 
ean be aided, or even undertaken, by 
the League committee. 

With the steady increase of material 
published in all the sciences and humani- 
fies, there comes more and more need 
for complete and uniform current bibli- 
ographies. Such bibliographic service 
should provide not only author and title 
references, acceptably classified, but 
also abstracts carefully and authorita- 
Many competent workers 
are in institutions and places where 1i- 
braries are small and the available tech- 
nical journals few in number. A mere 
author-and-title reference put into the 
hands of a worker so situated is simply 
tantalizing. The article may be in a 
journal unavailable to him. He needs 
an abstract giving the essentially new 
facts or theory in the article. This ab- 
stract may or may not be a sufficient 
substitute for the original paper, but at 
least it will make clear to the worker 
whether he really. must see the article 
or not. A mere title rarely does this. 

If the abstract shows that’he must 
see the original paper or book, then he 
can go through the tedious and more 
or less expensive process of getting it 
borrowed from a larger library or parts 
of it photostated. Here is another op- 
portunity for the League committee, or 
more specifically for its subcommittee 
on bibliography. For -so obvious and 
pressing is this matter of bibliographic 
and related assistance to scholars that 
the committee already has an active 
subcommittee busily at’ work. Regional 
national and then international ‘‘union 
lists’’ should be prepared by the libra- 
rians, published and widely distributed, 
showing just where rare books and sets 
of journals are situated, and agreements 
should be made among libraries with 
regard to the*purchase of especially ex- 
pensive and of little used, but, to the 
worker, occasionally very important sets 
of journals, so that libraries close to- 
gether need not duplicate such pur- 
chases, but may fund together, as it 
were, their budgets and thus cover as 


}widely as possible the sources in each 


field of science and the humanities. In 

all these matters the League committee 

can take activé and most useful steps. 
Timely Aid From France. 

But it cannot do this, nor many of 
the other things it ought and is going 
to try to do, if it is simply a group of 
ever so competent and influential men, 
meeting two or three times a year in 
Geneva. It must be a continuously ac- 
tive body. It has now, through the gen- 
erosity of France, become that. 





The French Government, with the 
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voted approval of the esate and Cham- 
ber of Deputies, has offered to provide 
a: building in Paris; and an a..nual ap- 
propriation of 2,000,000 francs, to main- 
tain an International Institute of Intel- 
lectual Cooperation entirely under the 
control and administration of the League¢ 
committee. The offer. has. been ac- 
cepted and at the recent meeting of the 
committee the institute was formally 
organized, a full staff appointed and a 
definite program of work decided on. 

The staff is composed of a director, 
seven chiefs of sections, three chiefs of 
services and a. varying number of tem- 
porary assistants, or expert collabora- 
tors. The full-time staff members are 
appointed for a term of seven years and 
may be reappointed for a second seven 
years’ period. After this period, the 
director must be chanked to one of dif- 
ferent nationality. The other staff 
members must be changed, but not nec- 
essarily in favor of men of different 
nati$nalities. The institute is to be in- 
ternational—not French. 

The first director is M. Julien Lu- 
chaire, at present Inspector General of 
Public Instruction in France, and Hon- 
oOrary Professor of the University of 
Grenoble. He has been connected with 
the! League committee since its origin 
and is in every way, to my mind, an 
admirable choice to undertake the diffi- 
cult and delicate work of inaugurating 
and developing the institute. He has 
initiative, vigor. and discretion and un- 
derstands clearly the fact that his ac- 
tivities are to promote interhational in- 
tellectual cooperation and not the glorifi- 
cation of French culture.

His staff, as so far composed, is as 
foliows:

League of Nations. It may also be 
noted, by the way, that the salary 
attaching to this German-filled position 
is paid from money appropriated by the 
French Government! 

The term of service of the director 
of the institute begins Oct. 1 and of 
the chiefs of sections on Nov. 1 of this 
year. Arrangements for housing the 
institute are under way. 
1926, the institute will be a going con- 
cern. How well and how ‘far it will 
go is to be seen. : 

World to Watch Experiment. 

The world will look on the ideals and 
the plans and efforts of the League of 
Nations. Committee on International In- 
tellectual Cooperation and its institute 
with much skepticism, although un- 
doubtedly with kindness. International 
intellectual cooperation has long existed 
in one form or another. International 
congresses have been held by dévotées 
of* many intellectual fields. Various 
mére or less well-organjzed and active 
continuing international associations and 
unions of intellectual workers exist. 
But there is room and need, plenty 
of both, for the League of Nations 
committee and its institute. There is 
nothing else like it; nothing else so 
comprehensive and inclusive; nothing 
else so well backed by so many nations; 
nothing else with such prestige and re- 
sources.

This scholarship carries with it a@ small 
stipend which makes it possible for the 
girl who must help support-her family 
to take time fram her ustial work to 
get readjusted physically and mentally.

‘The doctor said that I just had to get 
out of the city or I'd be sick. But how 
could I afford to take six. months off 
from the factory? My mother needed my 
pay for my sisters and brothers and 
I had to go on working whether I got 
sick or not. But when they said I could 
havea scholarship at Hillcrest Farm 
and earn while recuperating, you just 
bet I went on the first train.”’ 


800 Acres to Labor On, 


Most of the ills to which the present 
generation are subject might bée avoided, 
according to psychologists and psychia- 
trists, if they were recognized before a 
crisis is reached. In the case of many 
girls. financial obligations frequently 
make it impossible for them to stop and 
take precautionary care in time: With 
the working scholarships, however, con- 
ditions are changed.

Perfection of Society—State Institutions to Develop-—- 
Discovery of Truth, Training in Justice, the Goal

HE task of the historian is hard. 

The task of the prophet is 

harder, If it is at all difficylt to 

see facts truly, to state facts 

fully and accurately, ta relate 

facts to each cther logically, to infer 

facta broadly, it is far more difficult 

to tell what will he facts and what will 

be the causes,results and relations of 

facts seventy-five years ahead. Yet, 

on the basis of the last seventy-five 

years, and especially on the basis of 

the first quarter of the twentieth cen- 

tury, I am -yenturing to make some 

prophecies regarding the higher .educa- 

“tion in Ameri¢a in and for the last 
three-quarters of the century. 

However, it does not require either 

courage or the futurist instinct to in- 
timate, asa first item in this survey, 
that the higher education will continue 
tod be' the leading element of the future 
ciyiligation. In the five institutions 
which ¢onstitute civyilization—the civil 
government, the church, the schaol, the 
family, and property—education wiil stil! 
continue to be a comprehensive power 
and will both guide and quicken afl the 
forces for reaching that far-off and all- 
embracing goal of a perfected society. 
In such an interpretation the higher 
education will maintain itself as the 
primary ‘and fundamental power of this 
aggressive and canquering movement. 
‘ The movement will become, too, more 
and more world-embpracing. It may 
have its centre in America, and many 
intimations seem thus to prephesy. It 
yet shall cover the world. Of such a 
cosmical process, the recently held con- 
ference of the educational associations 
of the werld at Edinburgh is at once 
historjeal and prophetic. 

At present the higher education in 
the United States is organized into two 
legislative or executive groups: First, 
the public, and, secondly, the private, 
or incorporated, universities and cal- 
leges. The first type is usually em- 
bodied in the State or city university. 
Examples are seen in almost fifty State 
universities, and also it is manifest in 
the municipal universities, such as the 
College of the City of New York, the 
University of Akron and the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati. The segond type is 
embodied in the American college, some: 
times called the endowed, or private, 
college, of which, of course, the historic 
institutions are the outstanding ex- 
amples. 


The Twe Frypes. 


The continuance of these twe funda- 
mental types is well assured. The 


| growth of the State or the public uni- 


' versity, in the sixty years since? the 


* passing of the great Morrill act, is the 


significant educational development of 
the pregnant period. This development 
belongs to all resources, to the increase 
in the number and worth of ‘the teach- 
ing staff, to the enlargement of the 
Hfumber of students, to the enrichment 
in all scholarly facijlities, and to the 
depth of the loyalty and the generosity 
of support on the part of the people. 
A like growth, however, belongs to the 
colleges and universities of private 
foundation, like Harvard and Yale, 
Columbia and Princeton, and to the hun- 
dreds of colleges from Bowdoin In 
Maine to Knox in Illinois,. Carleton in 
Minnesota and to Pamona on the Pa- 
cific Coast. This differentiation is to 
continue, as is likewise the development 
itself. 

Yet, I do not believe that the develop- 
ment in and for the State and municipal 
institutions is to hecome the greater. 
My friend Harper, whose early death 
was a lasting loss to the higher educa- 
tion in the whole world, said, not many 
years before his death, that the Unil- 
versity of Illinois could not avoid sur- 
passing the University ef Chicago in all 
the eleiaents of education. Far the re- 
sources of a State like Illinois, he added, 
which can be devoted te its university 
can and must exceed the - resources 
which a private uniwersity like Chicage 
can assemble. The passing of q short 
generation since Harper made the re- 
mark has rather tended to emphasize 
than to lessen its truthfulness, Yet, be 
it added, the recent history of the Uni- 


' Versity of Chicago, under -the leader- 


ship of Burton, whose death, like that 
of Harper, is a calamity, seems alge to 
illustrate the fact that an endowed uni- 
versity has still tremendous and inereas- 


"ing resources and pessibilities. 


The State-Supperted University. 


Of course, the State university is syb- 
jected to perils, constant, diverse. But 
so also is the university of the private 
foundation. Which type of danger i 
the more perilous it is hard to say. I 
each type may approach nearer to the 
other in both perils and newer, Citizens 
will become benefactors ef the State 
university, as ia seen in the Pilisbury 
gifts to, and the Mayo Fowhdatfona in, 
the University ef Minnesota, and also 
as is gloriously manifest in the great 
and unique buildings given to the Law 
School of the University of Michigan by 
@ generous and devoted friend. The 
State, tho, out of its public chest, may 
make grants te ite private eplicges, as 
is i ted in the history of the Massa- 
chusette Institute ef Technology and in 
the early history of Harvard, _ Such

The desirable 
end of giying to the Faculty a share in 
the legal. control is more easily and 
safely accomplished by the direct elec- 
tion of certain professors to the Raard 
of Trustees, The duplex method, for in- 
stance, employed in the recent election 
of the President of the Unjversity of 
Michigan, illustrates q proper union of 
~-both the Fagulty and the trustees, The 
ease. and fitness of the members of a 
Faculty, co-working with the efficial 
board in performing a function complex 
and nfast important, ag is the choice of 
2 President, receives illustration not 
only in Michigan’ but in ether univer- 
sities, Cooperative eyer, and intimate, 
should be the relationship of the trustees 
with the members of the teaching staff. 


The Twe Great Forees. 


The means for achieving the great] 


purpose of the university, whether State 
or of trustee management, will still re- 
main as personality and truth. Yet 
these two means will deyelon a change, 
I venture to think, in their relative 
worth. In the past of American eduge- 
tion’ personality has had the greater 
value. In the future the pursuit and 
the discovery of truth will gain in pro- 
portional worth. The fact is that there 
are not enough great personalities in 
American gociety to fill the demands 
fer great teachers as members of the 
teaching staffs of colleges. But the 
field of truth seems to enlarge and to 
deepen, almost of itself. 


Of course men and women who will 
become great teachers in their personal 
nower over students will eentinue to be 
enrolied in Facuities. But I do fear 
that the proportion of them found in a 
teaching staff of thousands of members 
is not so large as was the proportion 
chtaining fifty years ago in a smal] 
Faculty, I haope my interpretation is 
net correet. But the field of truth will 
contipue tq enlarge in all cubical rela- 
tions. The enlargements are caysed by 
that ferce er precess which we gall 
research, 

If development is the chief character- 
istic in the highef edueation in ,the last 


three score and more years, that de-, 


velopment has been marked hy breadth. 
It has net been confined to the aciences, 
as is commoply supposed; it has also 
extended to history, psychology, philoso- 





hy, sociology and other subjects, If 
fine kindling spark of this development 
first teuched the selencea, the flame 
has gone forth into every demain ef 
Knowledge. The kindling torch af Fe: 
search is to occupy a similar plage in 
the next three-quarters of a century. 
Research is ane ef the gleriqus producta 
ef the German yniyerstty, perne unto 
the American schools through the semi- 
par. The mighty results already won, 
in fields as remote from each other a9 
astronomy and bio-chemistry, as peyr 
chology and physics, give good bases for 
the continuance of like researches in 
the next generations, 


Perhape I am making the pontrast be- 


.tween personality and the research for 


truth too deep. For research repregents 
the researcher, But it js true that many 
a scholar who seeks end discovers the 
truth is net a good interpreter af the 
importance of what he has disepvered. 
The great Benjemin Pierce and Lord 
Kelyin are examples. The researcher is 
liable not to be a good teacher, For he 
lacks intellectual altruism. Yet there 
are great discoverers, like Morley, for 
instance, who gre among the most in- 
spiring teachers, and whe are, of epurse, 
aise great personalities. 


Methods: Financial, International. 


It is natural to pasa from the means, 
personality and truth, belonging to the 
university of the futyfe, to the methodg 
which the uniyersity’ will use. Faq only 
two methads does the spage at my com- 
mand allew refepenee—the first finap- 
cial and the sesend international, the 
relations of foreign students and teach- 
ers to the United States and ie rela- 
tions of American students and teach- 
ers to foreign institutions. 

The first, financial, has reference to 
the investment and custedy of endow: 
ment funds. A moyement already hag 
been begun for transferring the endow- 
ment funds of colleges to trust com- 
panies and other banks. The movement 
is rapidly gaining headway. Within a 
shert time three outstanding and his- 
toric institutions knawn to me have 
voted to employ trust companies, not 
only as custodians for funds, but also 
as having direct responsibility in the 
investment of these fundg. 

The causes of this academic and fi- 
nancial mayement represent forces of 
both teehnieal and human interest. One 
eause undoubtedly Hes in the vastn ss, 
and increasing vastness, of these trust 
funds. The aggregate amount has~ he- 
come go large that the trustees of many 
¢olleges-feel themselves unable te attend 
te their inyestment. A second cause is 
found in the greater diversity of the 
funds themselves. The: contrast in "the 
variety of bonds and stocks offered on 
an exchange today (perhaps a thousand) 
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with the variety offered thirty or 
yegrs age (a hundred might be. 
estimate), leads inevitably te 

clusion that a wisdem wieer, sade 
judgment broader and keener. than. 
possessed hy most academic: hogrds 
required in making e@ proper selection 
for purehase. Trustees, therefore, are 
‘inelfned te accept or at least te use the 
broader judgment and the wiser wisdom 
of financial experts, . 

Moreover, one cannot but believe that 
the surveys made by the Carnegie, 
Rockefeller and ‘other -corporations

Such surveys as are thus intimated, 
jn which thoroughnesa of finanelal ex- 
amination is united with sympathy for 
the difficulties of the administration of 
the colleges, have resulted in convineing 
many Boards of Trustees that they, ag 
now’ erganised, are jess well qualified 
ta attend ta the investment of their 


companies, 

A second jtem, touching methods, re- 
fers to American students going abroad 
for at least a part of their education, 
and to foreign studenta entering Amert- 
can colleges also fop a part of their 
education.

And it is probable that were a 
priest to appear in golf cap and cassock, 
or a General in gray fedora and clank- 
ing sword, their influence with their 
followers would be slightly lessened.

Corset, makers for half a decade have 
been turning over balance sheets in dark 
despair, though hopefully predicting the 
return of: rigid’ stays. But women liave 
remained obdurate, luxuriating the while 
in supple though abbreviated garments. 
Will hat makers meet the sdme rebuff 
that corset makers met, or will they 
tickle the vanity of tle vulnerable male 
before his present crown of glory is 
relegated to the Museum of Yesterdays? 
As yet there has been, say hatters, no 
perceptible dropping off in 


New York’s Hat Bill. 


During the month, that straws gave 
way to felts one New York hat firm 
sold a thousand dozen, twelve thousand 
hats, the usual number sold in Septem- 
ber each year. “The same number was 
sold in May, the month that felts gave 
way to straws. This firm, while main- 
taining that men average two hats a 
year, says its own customers pur- 
chase from four to six—two straws, 
three felts and a derby, not to mention 
caps. But we are here concerned only 
with the average man. 

There are about 1,737,043 men_of 21 
years or over in the city, who probably 
buy two hats a year. If those two hats 
cost $8, the city’s total expenditure for 
twelve months for men’s hats would be 
more than $13,000,000, 

But merchants scout the idea of man’s 
“mere fad.’’ They 
point to shelves full of baggy trousers 
that no amount. of propaganda can pop- 
ularize. Man loves comfort, say tailors; 
but not comfort that interferes with 
personal appearance. And personal ap- 
pearance, according to the standards of 


“today, is much enhanced by a handsome 


hat, 
Greeks of the classic period went 
bareheaded and so did the early 


Romans. The hat in some, form was a 





symbol of power in earliest world his- 
tory, but the hat with a brim is infre- 
quently heard of before 1066°A. D. Pic- 
tures of William the Conqueror feasting 
with his henchmen. shaw the company. 
all wearing their hats at table. As late 
as the seventeenth century kings dined 
with covered heads and commoners ‘wore 
hats both in and out of doors. ‘There 
was no place, in fact, up to the late 
seventeenth century where a gentleman 
did not wear his hat, except, perhaps, 
in bed. 


Hate and Health. 


“To church and heard & simple fellow 
exclaiming against men’s ‘wearing their 
hats on in church,”’ writes Pepys in 1664. 
And the general habit of wearing the 
hat in unexpected places ig revealed in 
another Pepyian line-a-day: ‘‘Home to 
bed, having got a strange cold in my 
head by flinging off my hat at dinner, 
sitting with the wind in my neck.’’ But 
modern medical men do not hold that 
the hatless man is more susceptible to 
colds than his covered brother. In fact, 
many of them say that baring the head 
to all kinds of weather is good for man’s 
general health and also helps to prevent 
early baldness. One New Yorker in a 
recent open letter to THz Tres says: 
“I have gone hatless nearly two years, 
braving the Summer's sun and the Win- 
ter’s storms—indeed, the zero spells of 
the past Winter—and I am better off for 
it?" 

Wigs, used by the fashionable and the 
bald for: decades, went out with the 
French Revolution and the round Puri- 
tan hat came into general use. The 
Napoleonic tricorne appeared along with 
the bell crown. Despite the custom 
of doffing the hat that prevailed in 
years when plumed creations were swept 
with elegant’ gesture atross marble 
floors and dusty highways, Beau Bru:n- 
mel, the arbiter of manners and fash- 
fons, never took off his hat. Beau's 
careful toflette, according to his biog- 


rapher, would not permit of the remov- 
ing ‘of any ‘adornment’ that had ong 
been carefully studied and adjusted 
while Beau was on parade before the 
fashionable world. 

The high silk hat, which settled on 
English heads late in the eighteenth 
century, found its way to America and 
shared honors with the beaver of longer 
fiap, thought particularly smart. by 
dandies of New York’s “age of: inno- 
cence.”’ After the Civil War, while 
bankers and financiers still clung to 
the high silk hat, the sombrero of the 
cowboy and the slouch hat sponsored 
by General Grant began .to appear with 
increasing frequency on the heads of 
citizens of every age and standing. 


Enter the Soft Hat, 


Thus the soft hat, merging into the 
fedora, has come down to us, changing 
slighly each seagon in shapé and shade, 
but in all essentials the same from year 
to year. Designers say it takes ten yeals 
for men’s hats to undergo any ‘marked 
change, so the hatless brigade must 
expect a long campaign. 

Light grays with black bands appeared 
on most heada after the — hard-riding 
Prince of Wales made his tour of Man- 
hattan Island with neat fedora worn 
a-tilt. This Fall soft browns are vying 
with the still fashionable gray. New 
shapes, to the uninitiated, appear to dif- 
fer no whit from old shapes, but closer 
inspection proves they do differ. There 
is a wider brim; a brim frequently un- 


bound. ‘And to the surprise of designers, 


and dealers, who fashioned a partic- 
ularly broad-brimmed felt for the very 
young man, it was the oldish man with 
whom it made a hit. ‘You never can 
tell,” said a designer, ‘‘what will go 
big.”’ 

Even against his will man, may be 
obliged to go hatless, if women do not 
stop wearing so many furs. For furs 
from which felt hats are made—nutria, 
beaver, coney, rabbit—are growing in- 


creasingly expensive, and disappearing 
from the ‘hat market. Nor is there a 
Substitute for fur, according to hat- 
makers, For while ah attempt has been 
made to use wool cloth of various kinds, 
it has not peen found satisfactory. Hats 
continue to’mount in price, and man 
pays and pays. 

The chef d’oeuvre or the hatters’ art 
‘this Fall is the light brown felt Fedora 
made from the cheeks of the beaver, for 
it is only the “‘cheeks,’’ so-called; of 
this hard-working little animal that have 
the desirable color and quality. This is 
a hat for millionaires, however, it re- 
tails at $40. Even brown felts now sell 
for $8 or $10. But when masculine 
vanity {fs at stake, hatters say, economy 
goes by the board.

trol devices. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission requires that 7,745 miles. of 
track, be thus equipped by Jan. 1 next. 
All of the forty-five railroads designated 
as ‘Class 1” carriers are adopting this 
iobdsieonsan and thirteen have ¢com- 
pleted permanent’ installations, 

One of the most extended installations 
will be that of the New York Central. 
»After twenty-three years of study an 
automatic train stop system has been 
éelected to operate over 871 miles of 
line. ‘The cost will be more than 
$5,000,000, It is estimated the forty-five 
lines affected by the ruling of the com- 
mission will expénd $26,000,000 in thus 
further safeguarding train operation. 

Four general types of automatic con- 
trol are being tested under the commis- 
sion’s orders and railroads are at liberty 
to choose the mode best suited to their 
needs. The object of all is to eliminate 
the fallible human element from among 
the causes of railway ‘accidents. The 
old system of signals is pronounced ad-’ 
mitable in itself, signifying danger 
ahead without loss of time. But there 
remained: ever the possibility that the 
engineer in. charge of the locomotive 
would fail to see the warning. 

Eliminating the Engineer. 

New train control devices make use 
of the present signal arrangement, but 
seek to eliminate dependence on the en- 
gineer. The presence of danger is 
brought to the attention of the engineer 
as before, but in case of negligence on 
his part, the new method takes control

Tn extreme cases the train will be

The engineer’s attention © 
may be diverted at the moment the 
train flashes past, or the signals may be — 
obscured by rain, snow or fog. ;

A 
series of lights burns brightly to an- 
nounce danger, and the engineer is leas — 
likely to neglect these than warnings ~ 
outside. As an additional precaution a 
whistle will be blown inside the cab. 


Tracks Carry Messages. pee 


The control devices are surprisingly — 
simple. The tracks may be. used: as con-. 
ductors for sending electric danger sig-' 
nals. If a train is standing somewhere.” 
ahead, the circuit is closed, and so the 
approaching train is “notified. ‘The 
agents employed are weatherproof and 
dependable under all conditions. Once 
a locomotive receives the warning the 
engineer may cooperate by slowing down. 
or bringing the train to «@ standstill, 
But should he fail to do so the train 
will stop without his lifting a finger,

The dire epic of the passing of 
Crosier and the 105 remaining men was 
found written in their bones, scattered 
from Point Victory to Todd Island, 


Loss of the Jeannette. 


The Jeannette, under the name Pan- 
dora, had been active in the search for 
the Erebus and the Tefror. Under ‘the 
command of Sir Allen Young she made 
two momentous trips into the bleakness 
of the Arctic. In 1878 she was pur- 
chased, reconstructed and rechristened 
by James Gordon Bennett. In the fol- 
lowing Spring Commander George W. 
De Long took her into the Arctic. 

It is an oft-told tale how the Jean- 
nette entered an ice pack near Herald 
Island, never to emerge from it. For 
two years the ship‘ drifted in the grip 
of the ice. For two years De Long and 
his men hoped that one day the ice 
would. break away from them. Then on 


.June,12, 1881,.the ice crushed the ship 


like a child’s toy. Her men were shel- 
terless on an icefloe in midocean. 

“Amid the rattling and banging of her 
timbers and ironwork,”’ says the diary 
of one of the Jeannette's officers, “‘the 
ship righted. and stood almost upright; 
the floes that Had come in and crushed’ 
her slowly backed off and—she sank. 
The yard-arms were stripped and broken 
upward parallel to the masts; and: so, 
like a gaunt skeleton clapping its hands 
above its head, | she ‘plunged out of 
sight.’’ 

In-a superd effort to maké thetr way 
back to food and hearthfires the Com- 
mandef and nine of his men perished. 
George W. Melville, the chief engineer, 
and nine men, after unspeakable hard- 
ships, reached a little Russian village 
on the Lena Delta. 

The Karluk went down fo join the 
Jeannette in the middle of January, 
1914. The Karluk was the flagship of 
the Canadian Arctic expedition “which 
set out with much ceremony in 1913, led

has: been bought by metropolitan deal- 
era. i 

The G@emand for anthracite is active, 
but deallers say that there is no rush to 
buy. ‘ This, ° they add, is because most 
consumers took advantage of the low 
prices: joffered early in the year and 
bought enough to last thém for at least 
two or! three,months, Those who are 
buying now’are the consumers who for 
various-reasons, usually financial, al- 
ways delay fuel purchases until the last 
minute, and, incidentally, always have 
to pay the full Autumn prices. 


With few exceptions, dealers around 
New York.are keeping’ their prices 
down. They. know, as the operators 
have‘asserted, that anthracite is -on 
trial;‘so to speak, in. the present emer- 
gemcy.. Heating engineers agree. that 
hand coal is the best and most econom- 
ical household: fuel, convenience: consid: 
ered, but they also agree, as do the 
operators-and dealers, that it is by no 
means a necessity. In fact, there.are 
‘large sections of the coyntry in which 
anthracite is not used at all. 

All of which brings up the question 
of substitute fuels. One stbstitute is 
bituminous. Of bituminous coal the 
country produces about 500,000,000 tons 





@ year, against a maximum commercial 
production of about 90,000,000 tons of 
anthracite. Not all bituminous ‘coal is 
suitable for domestic use. It produces 
much smoke and soot unless it is prop- 
erly handled, and few if any house- 
holders in this section, know how to 
handle it. However, it can be used in 
a pinch, and as approximately 40 per 
cent. of it is produeed in non-union 
mines, there is little question of the 
supply being interrupted, even though

Many se Sika taste nptictonialh and of~+ 
fice buflditigs in New York use soft 
coal exclusively. The engineers of these 
buildings -have learned how to handle 
this fuel.

Coke is an’ excellent supstitute for an- 
thracite, but not much of it is available 
in this section, A large “ by-procuct 
coke plant is in operation on the Jersey 
meadows and it is understood that one 
of: the big bituminous coal producers ‘is 
about to build a plant at Astoria. The 
output of the existing plant is almost 
sold up. Some béehive™ oven coke “is 
shipped in here; more ‘wilh come in if 


product coke sells for less than anthra- 


per cent. more efficacy. 
‘Coke and Oil. 

Users, of coke have found that their 
furnaces require more attention than 
when they burn anthracite. On the 
other hand, a coke fire requires less 
draught than an anthracite fire, and it 
has been demonstrated that, being al- 
most 100 per cent. free from. impurities, 
coke burns with little waste; that its ash 
content is only 6 to 8 per cent., and that 
such ash as it does leave is easy to 
handle. 

Another substitute for anthracite is 
oil. It required an apparatus, to be at- 
tached to furnaces. Many types of burn- 
ers are on the market. Some of the 
large oil companies, after waiting sev- 
eral years for the development of in- 
stallations that conformed to their own 
ideas. of what ail burners should be, 
have at last found some types that they 
can recommend. 

Persons who have used ofl for do- 
mestic heating have complained of odor, 
soot, the noise of the motor which is 
needed to operate practically all types 
of burners and ‘of the cost of the current 
needed to run the motor. To meet some 
of these objections some oil companies 
are producing a special grade of light 
furnace oil, a distillate which they say 
fs odorless, thoroughly efficacious and 
safe, | 

The installations for burning this 
grade of oil have been more or less 
standardized with regard to the power 
equipment and are furnished with a 
special type of quarter-horsepower 
vmotor, which operates bath the feed. 
and the blower and is as nolseless as 
anything mechanical can be. When used 
with ‘a thermostat it is said that the 
electric current cost is negligible. With 
oil, of course, there is no ash problem. 

Restrictions .on the use of these oil 
appliances vary with ,the. locality. The 
householder who contemplates installing 
an oil burner should first ascertain what 
the regulations of his particular séction

In. the case of.a, three-story, 
high-stoop, house, approximately 20 feet 
wide by 65 or 70 feet deep, in Manhat- 
tan, gas met say that the comparative 
cost of gas at $1.15 a thousand cubic 
feet and anthracite at $14.75, a ton is 
about even, based on an average heat-- 
ing season of 181 days. In this connéc- 
tion they figure the saving of the wages 
that would be paid to a man to take 
care of the coal furnace. However, 
only about 450 houses in Manhattan. are 
equipped with gas heating installations. 
these cost from $1,000 upward. and are 
characterized as too, experisive for the 
average purse, 

Coal men generally assert that the 
anthracite strik¢ will not last long, They. 
rély upon the circumstance that hard 
coal miners mostly. are thrifty. How- 
ever, no coal man will venture to predict 
when the men will go back to work. 


Coal Men Urge Calmness. 

baba concerns. them most fs the pre- 
vention of a runaway market for what 
anthracite’ is available. Each large 
dealer is urging his customers to buy 
only such coal as he needs for a month 
or two. In England the. authorities have 
‘instituted a rationing system. Dealers 
hére say that there is no necessity for 
any such move in New York, but they 
add. that a buyers’ panic would send 
hard coal prices soaring. All of them 
urge consumérs not te worry. If the 
supply of anthracite becomes exhausted, 
they say, substitutes will be available 
and no one need freeze. Dealers ‘sell 
both hard and soft coal; some also sell 
coke :and briquettes, so they get the 
business anyway; and there are oil fill- 
Ing: stations at every other carner. But 
dealers» have no desire to fight charges 
of profiteering, and therefore for the 
sake of all concerned they are cautigning 
calmness. 

The anthracite producers also A, urg- 
ing calmness, but fof a different Feason. 
They have. little or no domestic size 
eoal left to sell. They know the market 
is undersupplied with their product and, 


in the light of this knowledge, they fear 
that~a panic’ demand would turn the 
public to the use.of substitutes even as 
they say higher prices. at the mines 
would do, and they would thus lose niore 
of their market.

indiscreet : reminiscences in the life-

diary seems old-fashioned. _Hdmond and 
Jules Gdncourt directed that this: diary, 
in which they recordéd-datty not only 
évents of their period (the Second Hm- 
pire, the days that led up to it and 
its fall) Hut also frank opinions of ‘con- 
temporaries, should not be published till 
twenty. years after their deaths, 

ules Goncourt. died in 1870; the .year 

the disastrous’ Franco-Prussian war. 
Edmond ‘survived him ‘twenty-six years, 
dying in 1896. Thus the twenty years 
stipulated. were up in-1916. Yet the 
diary has not yet been published. ‘It 
is‘still locked away ms the Bibliothéque 
Nationale. 

In 1916 it was éonsiderea “inadvisable” 
to give it to the public. Every Eauca- 
tion Minister since 1916 has had to con- 
sider the problem of whether or not 
to publish it. -And every one has de- 
Gided: that “‘it would be prudent to post+- 
pone its appearance.” 

Naturally these postponements whetted 
public curiosity. as to what the Gon- 
court brothers:.confided to the diary’s 
pages, As publication had been awaited 
with impatience critics have cOmmented 
bitterly on the Governmental. decisions 
which have put off publication so. long 
after the date set by the authors. © 

Among the critics’ none was louder 
than M. de Monzie, who asserted that 
the suppression of the diary all ‘this 
time was‘a disgrace, Were he Educa- 
tion Minister, he said, he would: not 
hesitate to give it to the public, what- 
ever it contained. 

Now, by one of those turns of the 
wheel which make public men wish: they 
had not talked so much, de- Monzie 
has become Ediication -Minister.: He is 
being called on to give a decision as 
to the publication or non-publication of 
the Goncourt diary. M. de Monzie, after 
reading the book, has put. the decision 
into the’ hands. of ‘an expert commis- 
sion,’’ anrouncing that he will abide by 
its report and showing himself intract- 
able to those who remind him of his 
former words, 

It. is said that thére is a chance now 
that the diary will never be published 
but will be locked away among the se- 
cret documents of the ee Na- 
tionale;

The fact that you once heard a distant 
station on your receiving set is no indi- 
cation that you can hear this station 
regularly, for occasionally a radio broad- 
cast from a distant station Js ‘received 
with extra. strength due to some freak 
condition. ‘When’ you have tried to tune 
in a station in the correct manner for a 
minute or two and are not. able to hear 
it do not unduly increase your regenera- 
tion and persistently wiggle your dials, 
for in so doing you may be causing an- 


tener ‘who would “otherwise be able to 
receive this distant station on a multi- 
tube reeeiving set. 

You can accordingly assist in elimi- 
nating these whistles by learning to 
operate correctly yourself and by not 
allowing children who are not old 
enough to understand the correct method 
of operation to cause interference: from 
your set..

IN SOUTH AMERICA 





ADIO. enthusiasm. in ‘Brazil is a. 

question of altitude, according to’ 

Philip K. Condi¢t, Vice President 
of the International Western Electric 
Company, who has studied the South 
American radio market, 

“In Rio\de. Janeiro, which is on the 
séa coast in a tropical climate,’’ Mr. 
Condict says, *‘broadcasting has not 
progressed with any great’ rapidity. 
There is no great popular interest. and 
programs are not especially interesting. 
In the ‘State and. City of Sao Paulo, at 
an elevation of a thousand feet or more 
above sea level, there is widespread in- 
terest and good programs are sent.out 
from a small 20-watt. set:. This, how- 
ever, will. be succeeded before the end 
of the year by a 1,000-watt station. 

“The fact. that the tropical climate 
makes jt * possible for people’ to find 
amusement out of doors all the year 
round seems to account for the'lack of 
radio enthusiasm in Rio. .A 500-watt 
station erected there three years ago is 
operating satisfactorily, but the. pro- 
grams are not particularly entertaining. 
One or two other. stations are in opera- 
tion at Rio, but the jquality is not of 
the best nor. are the programs especially 
good. 

“A number of plans have been devel- 
oped for improving the broadcasting fa- 
cilities.in Rio; but no definite steps, have 
been taken. For a long period the Gov- 
ernment restricted broadcasting and did 
not permit the general sale of receivin 
sets, but these restrictions have now 
been removed. It is probable, however, | 
that Rio and other cities in Brazil which | 
have tropical climates will never be- 
come radio centres to compare with Sao 
Paulo. In this city radio is) admiinis- 
tered by -an, assoclation—Radio Educa- 
dora—and on account of colder climate 
progress is likely to be more rapid. 

“Broadcasting - in, the Argentine is 
meeting with much public. enthusiasm. 
‘All the electrical stores in Buengs, Aires 
are handling radio supplies and one can 
buy apparatus made in almost any of 
the countries manufacturing such .equip- 
ment: There are several broadcasting 
stations in Buenos Aires and one or two 
in other cities which are giving. a fairly 
good grade of transmission. The pro- 
grams are interesting’ and populer. 
There seems to be real need for a larger 
broadcasting

Italy the wireless industries of the 

leading countries have been busy 
securing their share in the Italian radio 
market. In the first line stands Ger- 
many, then follow France, Austria, 
Great Britain, Belgium, Sweden and 
finally the United States. . France leads 
inthe import of.vacuum tubes; ‘Begin- 
ning with Sept. 1, 1924, as the month 
in which radio began to find a general 
interest in Italy, until the Jend of De- 
ccmber, 1924, imports. of wireless mate- 
rials ard apparatus from the various 
countries amountéd to 161 tors, as com- 
pared. with only $1 tons for the same 
period in 1923. The imports of wireless 
materials . and apparatus for the. period 
from Jan. 1, 1925, until May 31, 1925, 
amounted to 497 tons, as compared with 
157 tong in ‘the Se renpensins period of 
1924. 

It is generally apentid that imports 
of wireless telephony materials and ap- 
paratus will considerably increase dur- 
ing the season 1925-6, especially from 
Germany. According to reliable trade | 
information, Americans show. a ‘lively 
interest in. the Italian radio market 
this year, and are very busy in this re- 
spect, along with British’and French 
firms.

SUPER-POWER REVIVEY INTEREST 
IN SIMPLE CRYSTAL, DETECTORS 





HE increase. of power in’ many of 

the broadcasting stations through- 

out the country is greeted gleefully 
by the user of the simple and inexpensive 
crystal set. It has been predicted that 
this general strengthening of signals will 
bring about a revival of the crystal de- 
tector. 

‘There are crystal users who declare 
they prefer a crystal to a tube set. The 
program. direetor of one of the best 
known atations was recently asked 
which set he had for his personal use. - 

“tJ use a crystal,” was the answer, 
“when I want to listen critically to an 
orchestra oF a singer being tried out, 
There is never any. ‘static or amplifi- 
cetion or covering up of defects. For 
work of that kind the crystal is the 
thing.”’ 

“If stations increasing their power ‘to 
1,000, 2,500, 6,000, 10,000 and even 56,000 
watts are to bring a comeback of: the 
crystal. set, ‘it need cause no -apprehen- 
sion to the tube manufacturer,”’. said 
one observer, ‘‘for the crystal is almost 
a certain stepping-stone to a tube get.

Magistrate; but the fact remains that 
from the moment of his‘arrest until his 
aPpearance in court he was identified 
-@s, and fully believed to be, Harold 
Trevor. The real criminal was arrested 
later and it was geen that certain points 
of resemblance did, indeed, exist be 
‘tween them. 

_ Now, it is well known that all testi- 
" mnony relating to personal identity is ex- 
tremely untrustworthy. EXvéna slight 
résemblance is misleading, and a con- 
ecientious witness will sometimes become 
confused whtn confronted with the ne- 
cesSity of swearing that a certain person 

-ig or is not the same as some one else. 

Fallibility of Memery. 

A proof of this fallibility of memory 
Was once given by the members of a 
scientific association in Germany when’ 
the President at an annual meeting ar- 
Fanged that a clown should rush into the 
room, followed by a negro brandishing a 
Tevolver. After the episode was over 
the members were asked to write down 
@ description of what they had just 
geen. Only one omitted less: than 20 per 
cent. of the characteristic parts of the 

, incident... One-third -actually left out 

more than 50 per cent. of them, and 
One-fourth described -acts that were 
purely imaginary. If men with highly 
trained minds and faculties cannot ‘give 

-@n accurate account of an incident wit- 

_ messed immediately before, is it then as- 

tonishing that untrained witnesses 

should have contributed to the bewilder- 

Tent caused by such famous cases of 
mistaken {dentity as .the., Beck; Tich- 

borne and Martin Guerre cases? 

The Beck case is notable in that the 
police’ charge against the central “figure 
‘Was precisely the same as that preferred 
against Major Sheppard. In the more 
famous case the victim had more. diffi- 
culty in proving his identity. 

The facts are as follows: Adolph 
Beck, a Norwegian, of good character 
end education, although unsuccessful in 
business, was in 1895 living in a flat in 
‘Victoria Street. One day he went to 
the door to look for a newspaper boy,

with the words: ‘'What have you done 
with my watch?’ Beck denied all 
imowledge of elther the woman or her 


))) watch, and called a policeman. ‘ When 


. the officer arrived the tables were 
turned, for the woman gave Beck in 
. charge for theft instead of Beck giving 
the woman in ‘charge for annoying him. 
Seven Years for a Mistake. 

Taken to the police station; other wo- 
men identified Beck as.a man who had 
wisite? them and later stolen money or 
Jewels. In all, ten women out of ‘twen- 
‘ ty-two so testified; the others, with the 
exception of one, being uncertain. That 
oe to say, out of twenty-two women ali 
‘@zcept one was ultimately proved to be 
mistaken. 

In 1877 a man Pra as John Smith 
Thad been sentenced to five years’ im- 

'»prisonment for precisely the same of- 


kindof charge, and again identified by 
five women. .He was. tried and found 
guilty. The Judge was dissatisfied with 
the case and withheld sentence, sending 
an alienist to examine the prisoner; he 
was, he em said, convinced. that 
Beck was not .a ¢riminal, but a man 
afflicted with a mania for a opetain 
type of swindle. 

The doctor reported that. the prisoner 
Was. sane and he was about to receive 
Sentence when the case took another re- 
markable turn. A _police official who 
had heen present at Smith’s trial in 1877 
as well as at ‘Beck's, happened to drop 
into one. of the London police courts and 
was, casually informed that there was 
was|@ man ‘charged with the same crime as 
Beck, .The official asked to see the pris- 
oner, and immediately identified him as 
the John Smith of. 1877. Beck was thus/ 
cleared at last. and the one woman who 
had resolutely refused to identify Beck 
at his firgt trial, now identified Smith 
as the man who had robbed her in 1895. 

Beck received £5,000 from the British 
Government as compensation for. the 
judicial error of which he had been the 
victim; but the indignation of the Eng- 
lish was so intense that the matter was 
not allowed to rest at this point. <A 
widespread. agitation resulted ‘in the 
order: for &. Government investigation. 
It found that. the police had. been ac- 
tuatéd by motives of duty, but that at 
the first trial there had been too narrow 
an interpretation of the law of evidence 
by. the Judge, and-that the machinery 
of the Home Office had proved defective 
in so far as Beck's numerous petitions to 
it were concerned. 

As a result of these opinions, a Court 
of Criminal Appeal was established in 
Engiand, and Adolf Beck, whose only 
crime was that he was born unlucky, 
with’ his sufferings thus helped to 
strengthen the administration of justice 
ina land that was not -his own and 
which by error served him go iil. 

The Tichborne Mystery. 

The Tichborne case is even more note- 
rious; and its legal dimensions may -be 
inferred from the fact that the. central 
figure. in it. was cross-examined for 
nearly six weeks. But as a case of mis- 
taken identity it differs from. the Shep- 
pard.and the Beck cases in that the ele- 
ment of deliberate’ imposture entered 
into it. . An adventurer. deliberately set 
out to prove that he was some one that 
he was not. He convinced a mother that 
he was her son, «absent for seventeen 
years, and several British cavalry of- 
ficera: that he was a comrade of.earlier 
days, as well as a huge crowd ‘of non- 
descript. witnesses that he was the man 
they had known as a youth. 

Roger Tichborne, the heir to an an- 
cient British baronetcy carrying with it 
large estates in’ Hampshire, in 1853 | re- 
signed his; commission in the Sixth Dra- 
g°on Guards and set out to see the 
world.. He went first to South America 
and after staying there several months 
sailed from Rio for Jamaica. Four days 
after leaving port the ship's longboat 
was found floating bottom upward, and 
wreckage indicated that the ship had 
sunk. : It 1855 Roger's will was proved, 
and by.all except his mother he was as- 
sumed to have been drowned. 

In 1863 his mother, the Dowager Lady 
Tichborne (Roger's younger brother was 
by this time in possession of the title 
and estates), began to advertise for her 
elder son. At last a communication was 
received from Australia saying thet the 
missing man had been located at Wagga 
Wagea in that country. The man.was 
none other than‘ an insolvent butcher 
who. called himself Thomas Castro. In

It could not be; denied ‘that -the Aus- 
tralian butcher bore a strong resem- 
blance to the missing’ Roger; but tie 
speech and. mafners of the .claimant 
were of an uncouthness incredible . in | 
any one born to Roger Tichborne’s sta- 
tion of life..- Yet, strange*as {it may 
seem, he enligted the active assistance 
of & large number of influential people, 
including practically all the gentry in 
the. large houses adjoining the ‘Tich- 
borne estates.” 

When the case came on in May, 1871, 
he had an army of 120. witnesses ready 
to identify him as Roger Tichborne} 
But huge holes were beginning to ap- 
pear in his case; and his. repHes under 
cross-examination were a’ mixture of 
craft:and ignorance. The Lord Chief 
Justice of England declared him guilty 
of willful perjury and he. was arrested. 
Somehow or other, the fat Australian 
butcher had’ won the sympathy of the 
people and immediately a ‘*Tichborne 
Defense Fund’’. was. started to: supply 
the wherewithal for his’ defense in the 
coming criminal proceedings, when 
‘*Thomas Castro, otherwise Arthur Or- 
ton,’’ was charged with willful and cor- 
rupt perjury. : 

The Judge's summing up in this second 
case lasted twenty days, and he de- 
clared it to have been “the most re- 
markable trial that has ever’ occurred 
in the annalsof English jurisprudence." 
The prisontr was’ proved to: have been 
@ man named Orton, the son of a Wap- 
ping butcher, who had emigrated to 
Australia: as a.youth. He received’a 
sentence’ of fourteen years; and after 
serving it, appeared as'a lecturer at 
cheap music halls. He finally confessed 
his identity; yet on his death .in’ 1898 
the plate on the coffin'described him as 
Sir Roger Tichborne,

Switched to Many Clubs and Plioted 
Newark In the Federal League 
During 1915. 


Bill McKechnie, manager of the 
Pirates, assumed his present post on 
June 30, 1922, succeeding George Gibson, 
who is now leader of the Chicago Cubs. 
The Pittsburgh club finished in a tie for 
third place with the Cardinals that year, 
and in 1923, its first full season under 
the direction of McKechnie, it completed 
the season-in third place. Last year the 
Pirates were third again, finishing be- 
hind the Giants and Robins. 

During his career as a major league 
player’ McKechnie was a member Of 
seven National, American and Federal 
League clubs, including the Giants and 
thé Yankees. The other major league 
teams with which he was an active 
player were the Pirates; Reds, Braves 
and the Newark and Indianapolis clubs 
of the Federal League. His present job 
with the Pirates is not his first position 
as a manager, however, as he led the 


Newark Federal nape oe team in 1915 
and finished in fifth place. 


McKechnie, who is a native of Pitts- 
burgh and who in his days as a player 
was a star third baseman, first came to 
the Pirates in 1907, after playing third 
base for the Butler and Washington 
teams in Pennsylvania. He played in 
only three, games with the Pittsburgh 
club that season, and in the following 
year he was sent to the Canton (Ohio) 
team. In 1909 he was a member of. the 
Wheeling club of the Central League, 
and his great playing that year earned 
him another trial with the Pirates. . 

At the start of the season of 1910 
McKechnie rejoined the Pittsburgh Club. 
He participated in sixty games that year 
and Batted for a mark of .217; On the 
team at the time were Jack Miller, Hans 
Wagner and Bobby Byrne, and Mc- 
Kechnie was not.able to break in asia 
regular. He remained with the Pirates 
during the entire season of 1911 and he 
took part in a total of 92 games during 
that campaign. His batting average for 
that season was .227, 

McKechnie also started the season of 
1912 with the Pittsburgh Club. He par- 
ticipated in twenty-four games with the 
Pirates and batted .247 before being re- 
leased to the St. Paul Club of the Amer- 
ican Association. He finished the sea- 
son of 1912, with the St. Paul Club and 
he was then drafted by the Braves. 

At the start of the season of 1913 
McKechnie joined the Boston National 
League. Club, but he participated in only 
one game with that team and he then 
was transferred to the Yankees. He took 
part in. only 44 games with the New 
York Club and had a batting average of 
-134 before being sent back to the St. 
Paul team in August of that year. 

When the season of 1914 opened Mc- 
Kechnie, together with a number of 
other players’ from organized baseball, 
jumped to the Federal League. He 
joined the Indianapolis Club and soon 
became one of the best infielders in the 
circuit. He played third base regularly 
for the Indianapolis team that. year,

M. Morgenthau Jr, Explains His 
Reasons for Long Period 
of Activity. 


In many respects the past year has 
been a noteworthy one for real estate, 
says M. Morgenthau Jr., head of the
